WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford 


vetoed on Tuesday • 13.86 billion bill designed 
to provide some 390,000 public service job, 
saying it was inflationary.

attended by some 300 persons at Barr Junior High 
School Auditorium. Most were angry citizens of 
Doniphan, a Hall County community of 630 midway 
between the two larger cities. 


The coal-fired plant, initially 130 megawatts, 


but projected for expansion to 1,625 by-the year 
2000, would be one-half mile northeast of 
Doniphan. It will be owned jointly by the two 
larger cities through an entity known as the Great 
Plains Power Agency 


Tuesday's hearing was required before an- 


ticipated condemataon procedmgs on the 640-acre 
tract which is owned by 10 different families. 


The two councils voted separately, with Larry 


Draper of Hastings and Lou Ann Snyder of Grand 
Island the only dissenters. 


The action came in the face of a petition 


carrying 2,090 Grand Island signatures which may 
force an election in that city on the issue. David 
Glaze, spokesman for the Citizen Rights Protection 
Committee, said the petition could, in effect,

Opponents also masted that a hydrologic study

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French Identify 4 Of The Hijackers

The French counterespionage 


service-Tuesday identified four of the seven 
terrorists involved in the hijacking of an 
Air France plane that led to an Israeli raid 
into Uganda that freed 103 hostages. 


All of the hijackers were reportedly 


killed when Israeli forces staged their 
daring assault on the Entebbe airport. 
Three hostages and one Israeli military 
man were also kilted in the operation. 


Sources close to the French 


counterespionage agency, the Defense and 
Security of the Territory, said that the 
agency identified the leader of the group of 
four that boarded the plane in Athens as 
Wilfried Boese, a 27-year-old West German 
citizen who also used the alias Claudius 
Axel. 


Hostages Identified Boese 


Boese and other members of the 


hijacking team were identified with the 
help of passengers returning to Paris after 
being held hostage at Entebbe airport. 
Boese was also said by the French agency 
to have had contacts with Hich Ramirez 
Sanchez, the suspects international 
terrorist organizer also known as Carlos. 


Boese was said to have been born in Jan. 


7,1949, at Bad-Carmstatt, West Germany, 


and to have been a member of the 
Organization of German Socialist Students. 
Boese was said to have been suspected by 
French authorities of having been one of" 
the two men who fired a rocket at an El Al 
Israeli airlines plane on Jan. 13, 1975, at 
Orly airport, near Paris. The rocket missed 
the El Al jet but hit a Yugoslav Airlines . 
plane, injuring several persons. 


The French authorities were said to have 


established that Boese was a member of 
the Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, headed by George Habash in 
Beirut. 


The French counterespionage service 


reportedly made positive identification of 
Boese by showing photographs of him to 
hostages returned from Uganda. But the 
French authorities reportedly were unable 
to identify the woman, also said to be a 
West German citizen, who accompanied 
Boese. 


L'Express Identifies Woman 


This week's edition of the magazine 


I/Express, however, identified the woman 
as 'Gabriele Kroecher-Tiedemann, who is 
suspected of .having taken part in the kid- 
naping in Vienna in December of ministers 
of the Organization of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Countries.

WASHINGTON - In recent 
days, the glory of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence and the 
durability of the Union have 
been 
recorded, without 
excessive modesty, but why do 
some nations progress and 
others decline? This is a ques­ 
tion that has intrigued thought­ 
ful minds for many generations. 


The critics of the United 
States, who are not in short 
supply, say we are merely big 
and lucky — an empire on a 
single continent with more 
natural resources than we can 
destroy. Other observers have 
different explanations of why 
nations rise and fall. 


Walter Bagehot, editor of the 
Economist of London wrote 
over 100 years ago that success in 
a nation depended largely on its 
ability to discuss its problems 


and on the “ models" of its 
leaders. These he thought were 
the prerequisites of progress — 
the "polity of discussion” and 
the ideal characters placed 
before the nation. If discussion 
were free, and the leaders had 
the gift of “ anim ated 
moderation,” he thought, all 
would be well. 
Aldous Huxley took a dim 
view of “ declarations.” He 
thought they had very little to do 
with the durability of national 
life Almost every two-bit coun­ 
try had started with a noble 
proclamation on the rights and 
destination of “ man” (which 
may explain why so many of 
them disappeared), but they 
forgot the road map and the traf­ 
fic regulations. 


“ About the ideal goal of 
human effort,” Huxley wrote in 
“ Ends and Means,” “ there 
exists in our civilization, and for 


nearly 30 centuries there has 
existed a very general agree­ 
ment. From Isaiah to Karl Marx, 
the prophets have spoken with 
one voice. In the Golden Age to 
which they look forward, there 
will be liberty, peace, justice and 
brotherly love. 


“ ‘Nation shall no more lift 
sword against nation.’ . .. ‘The 
free development of each will 
lead to the free development of 
all’ ... ‘The world shall be full of 
the knowledge of the Lord, as 
the waters cover the sea . . . ’ ” 


The problem, Huxley con­ 
cluded, was not with the goal but 
with the roads that lead to the 
goal. Here certainty and un­ 
animity gave place to utter con­ 
fusion, to the clash of contradic­ 
tory opinions, dogmatically held 
and acted upon with the violence 
of fanaticism. 


Reading these characters, one 


would almost have to conclude 
that we have been celebrating 
the wrong occasion. The 
Declaration of Independence 
was a dream, a statement of 
ideals. It was a divorce and not a 
marriage of the states. The true 
union, the really big occasion for 
celebration, came after 13 years 
of turbulent courtship and 
hardship in 1789 with the 
Constitution and later with the 
Bill of Rights. 


The news of the last few days 
and years reminds us of the 
critical difference. Here is the 
independent Supreme Court of 
the United States, weighing the 
ambiguous rights and wrongs of 
our contemporary conflicts, and 
passing judgment, as best it can, 
on the death penalty as a punish­ 
ment for violent crime, on the 
freedom of the press, on thq in­ 
dividual right of a woman to the 
abortion of her child. 


Here also is a presidential 
election system, founded in the 
states, that challenges a sitting 
President and makes way for the 
presidential nomination of an 
almost obscure former governor 
of Georgia. The Declaration of 
1776 announced the sovereignty 
of the people, and while most of 
the rest of the world is terrified 
of freedom, the old experiment 
of 1776 and 1789 still goes on In 
America. 
It is, of course, a very risky 
business. The first step to 
wisdom, said Alfred North 
Whitehead 50 years ago, is to 
recognize that the major ad­ 
vances in civilization are 
processes which all but wreck 
the society in which they occur. 


“ The art of free society,” he 
added, “consists first in the 
maintenance of the symbolic 
code, and secondly, in 
fearlessness of revision . . . 


Those societies which «’annot 
combine reverence to their sym­ 
bols with freedom of revision 
must ultimately decay, either 
from anarchy or from the slow 
atrophy of life stifled by useless 
shadows.” 
☆

Yr 
We are quoting a lot these 
days, because the old boys said it 
so much better than we can, but 
this is a particularly good theme 
for the Bicentennial. We now «ee 
the Declaration of Independence 
as a “ major advance" in the long 
struggle of freedom, but it 
divided our people at the time 
and all but wrecked our weak 
and divided society. 


Still, when we ask why this na­ 
tion has endured, these prin­ 
ciples seem important. It began 
in a torrent of debate, the 
“ national palaver” or, if you 
like, the “polity of discussion.” 


It did have noble models in the 
Founding Fathers, which makes 
life tough for the likes of Gerry 
Ford, Jimmy Carter, and Ronald 
Reagan these days, and it had 
not only a statement of ideals in 
the Declaration, but a set of 
rules in the Constitution. 


Also, on the whole, though its 
passions have often been 
stronger than its reason, it has 
developed the gift of conser­ 
vative innovation, and still 
seems young and confident on 
the verge of its third century, 
still proclaiming the ideals of the 
Declaration. 


But maybe the birthday party 
was premature. There was a 
long 13-year hangover after 1776. 
The really big blowout should 
come in 1989, if we’re as lueky as 
we've been in the past.

Israel invaded another nation this last 
weekend in an act of war, but in no in­ 
stance in our memory has a belligerent 
been less deserving of worldwide condem­ 
nation. And the Israelis have been con­ 
demned, but not universally. 
President Ford’s message of con­ 
gratulations for the successful commando 
raid which freed the hostages taken by pro- 
Palestinian terrorists who hijacked an Air 
France jetliner was a proper response from 
an ally to an ally who dealt properly with 
terrorism. 
It seems many nations are paralyzed 
wh en d ealin g 
with terrorists. Israel has not 
b een Th e Israelis have followed a p olicy of 
refu sin g to n egotiate with or yield to th e 
d eman d s of h ijack ers an d k id n ap p ers. 
Without such a p olicy an d if Israel had 
given in to demands at some point, that na­ 
tion would be completely at the mercy of 
terrorists and Jews the world over would 
be in even greater danger than they are 
now. 


In the latest episode, Israel modified 
its policy somewhat. They would, they 
said, negotiate with the terrorists — who 
were in Uganda with their hostages under 
the protection of the Ugandan dictator Idi 
Amin. 
The world will probably never know if 
Israel was senous about negotiating or if 


terrorist demands would have been met, 
but the daring, swift stroke which followed 
renders the question moot. 
The Israelis don’t mess around. They 
play for keeps because their adversaries do, 
also. When national survival is at stake on a 
daily basis, Israel feels it must disregard in­ 
ternational convention and do what it must 
to prove its resolve and protect its own. It 
is very hard to say that Israel is wrong. 
The raid on the airport in Uganda — 
through which protector Amin is said to 
have slept —Tesulted in the loss of three of 
th e hostages, one Israeli commando, all the 
terrorists and a score of Ugandan soldiers. 
Bu t despite the regrettable loss of life, 
it cou ld have been worse. All the hostages 
cou ld have been slaughtered or terrorists 
cou ld have been given greater encourage­ 
men t to hijack, kidnap and kill. 
And the raid also restored to Israelis a 
feeling of national pride and purpose which 
hjid, reportedly, been waning. 
This was a one-shot deal. The element 
of surprise essential to the success of the 
Ugandan mission has now been lost. 
Terrorists in the future will be on guard 
against such an Israelis response. 
But perhaps, knowing that the Israelis 
are resolute, courageous, resourceful — 
and mean when they have to be — 
terrorists may not take such great risks 
with innocent lives.

These he thought were 
the prerequisites of progress — 
the "polity of discussion" and 
the ideal characters placed 
before the nation. If discussion 
were free, and the leaden had 
the gift of "animated 
moderation," he thought, all

He 
thought they had very little to do 
with the durability of-national 
life. Almost every twoM coon- 
try had started with a noble 
proclamation on the rights and 
destination of "man" (which 
may explain why so many of 
them 'disappeared), but they 
forgot the road map and the traf- 
fic regulations. 


"About the ideal goal of

The true 
union, the really' big occasion for 
celebration, came after 13 years 
of turbulent courtship and 
hardship in 1789 with the 
Constitution and later with the 
BiU of Rights. 


The news of the last few days 


and years reminds us of the 
critical differejice. Here to the 
independent Supreme Court of 
the United States, weighing the 
ambiguous rights and wrongs of 
our contemporary conflicts, and 
passing Judgment, as best if can, 
on the death penalty as a punish-, 
ment for violent crime, on the 
freedom of the press, on the, in- 
dividual right of a woman to the 
abortion of her child. 


Here also is a presidential 


election system, founded in the 
states, that challenjes a fitting 
President and nukes way for the 
presidential nomination of an 
almost obscure former governor 
of Georgia. The Declaration of 
1776 announced the sovereignty 
of the people, and while most of 
the rest of the world is terrified 
of freedom, the old experiment 
of 1776 and 1789 still goes on m 
America. 


It is, of course, a very risky 


business. The first step to 
wisdom, said Alfred North 
Whitehesd SO yean ago, is to 
recognize that the major ad- 
vances in civilization are 
processes which all but wreck 
the society in which they occur.

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Japanese Reefs' Moves Illustrate Changes Afflicting 
Communism

Washington — Modem communism is a 


development of the complex mid-ltth cen- 
tury Germanic ideas of Karl Man as 
applied to Russia more than half a century 
ago by Vladimir I. Lenin. Marxism- 
Leninism has always since been acclaimed 
as the basis for theory and practice by 
Communist Parties. 


But the Japanese Communist Party is 


now about to drop all mention of Marxism- 
Leninism from its platform. 


Conditions in industrial, democratic 


Japan are profoundly different from those 
in agricultural, czarist Russia in 1917, the 
party contends. So it is adopting the 
replacement term of "scientific socialism" 
for its doctrine. 


'Dictatorship Of Proletariat' Dropped 
It is also dropping mention of Lenin's 


concept of the "dictatorship of the 
proletariat." This theory that only in- 
dustrial workers have a right to rule, and 
that they are represented by a Communist 
Party run by rules of "democratic cen- 
tralism," has been the justification for one- 
man' rule in Communist countries. 


The Japanese party is maneuvering to try 


to improve its image in anticipation of elec- 


tions while the governing Liberal 
Democratic Party is. in disarray over the 
Lockheed bribery scandals and other 
troubles. Being out of power, and being in- 
dependent of control from Moscow or 
Peking,, it can adjust its ideology as it 
pleases. 


But the East German Social Unity Party, 


which is both a ruling Communist Party 
and very much subject to Soviet control, is 
also making doctrinal revisions. 


Hoiecker Dilutes Lenin's Idea 


Its first secretary, Erich Honecker, 


recently defined the dictatorship of the 
proleteriat as "the rule of the working class . 
and its allies, the rule of the majority." 
This waters down Lenin's idea of a self- 
righteous minority ruling without the need 
for allies. 


Communism is changing. For all the con- 


fident assertions by the Soviet Union that 
the doctrine of Marx and Lenin is still the 
wave of the future, Communists are 
groping for new formulations that can 
make their ideology more acceptable to the 
modern world while yielding as little prac- 
tical power as possible. 


The change has been most vividly il- 


lustrated in recent days.by the meeting of 
European Communist 'Parties in East 
Berlin. It provided confirmation that 


Moscow has lost the power to make 
decisions for West European parties - the 
papacy of Marxism, with its Vatican in the 
Kremlin, no longer had the authority to in- 
terpret doctrine for all who had professed 
its faith. 


It was confirmation, rather than a new 


development, because .the process of 
Moscow's losing control and the very 
nature of communism changing has been 
under way for many years. 


Many Set Up By Soviet Agents 


Contrary to the assertion in East Berlin 


by Leonid I. Brezhnev, the Soviet Com- 
munist Party's general-secretary, that par- 
ties in different countries had their origins 
and roots in those countries' working 
classes, many were created and long 
directed by Soviet agents. But the only way 
they could become strong and important in 
their home politics was to reflect domestic 
factors. This forced, ambitious national 
Communist leaders to diverge from Soviet 
interests. 


Whether this has made Communist Par- 


ties into a clutch of Frankenstein's 
monsters, lurching off out of control of 
their creator,-is debated among worried 
non-Communist politicans in Western 
Europe and among U.S. officials. Many 
express doubts about the degree of in- 


dependence from Moscow that would be 
shown by a ruling Communist Party in any 
East-West showdown. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger is 


known to feel that Communists ruling a 
country like Italy might prove to be like 
Charles de Gaulle, in reverse. The late 
French president showed his independence 
of the Western allies in a number of essen- 
tially minor ways, but on the basic choice 
between his democratic background and 
the Soviet system he was always on the 
Western side. 


Crisis Would Reveal Reds' Color 


No natter how often West European 


Communists profess their nationalism and 
their independence from Moscow, accor- 
ding to Kissinger's thinking, they would 
come down on the Soviet side in a crisis. 


Western Europe has always been the 


heart of non-Soviet communism as a move- 
ment struggling politically for power. It has 
therefore been the area where national par- 
ties had to take .the greatest local 
adjustments in order to try to win voters. 
That brings the parties into conflict with 
Moscow's waning'efforts to exert papal 


^ prerogatives. 


Most Asian parties have been either un- 


der the influence of China, which broke 


away from the Kremlin some 15 years ago, 
or neutralist in the SuwSoviet clash and es- 
sentially nationalist^ outlook. 


Moscow Hat Hold On Periphery 


But on the periphery of the Communist 


world, in Africa and especially in Latin 
America, Communist Parties have 
remained more beholden to Moscow. Since 
China abandoned an effort made in the ear- 
ly 1960s to create splinter parties under its 
control rather than Moscow's, most of 
these parties have lapsed back into comfor- 
table niches in their national political 
scenes. 


The Latin American Communist Parties 


in particular exist'in the old-fashioned way 
that most world parties did several decades 
ago — dependent upon money from 
Moscow because they do not have enough 
local appeal to sustain themselves and, in 
fact, seem to have little incentive to go to 
the trouble of trying to widen their appeal. 


It is parties like these that give the Soviet 


Union its strongest support at the last 
world meeting or parties in June 1969. That 
majority backing for Brezhnev's line was 
not enough to overcome the resistance of 
European parties to Soviet assertions of 
ideological and policy primacy, however. It 


• did Brezhnev no good in trying to line up 


backing for criticism of China, which the 
Eueopeans saw as a condemnation of 
heresy that would lessen their own ability 
to question Moscow's doctrine. 


The assertive European Communists — 


Rumanian and Yugoslav in the East as well 
as parties seeking power in the West — 
have been advocating national com- 
munism. The East Berlin conference 
seemed to mark this as the wave of the 
future. 


Another Possiblity Pinpointed 


But Hoenecker's formulation of a 


working class and its allies leaves another 
possibility. In his usual perceptive fashion, 
the iconoclastic Yugoslav former Com- 
munist leader and ideologist, Milovan 
Djilas, has already pinpointed it. 


In his book "The Unperfect Society — 


Beyond the New Class," Djilas wrote that 
the system of national communism is dis- 
integrating because "Marx's ideas are un- 
realizable." National parties are losing 
their monolithic and monopolistic 
ideological appeal, he said. 


That might be the next development, still 


hidden just as Moscow's loss of control was 
not generally recognized until the East 
Berlin meeting, with only the Japanese 
coming out and saying it so far. 


Russian Linkup 
In Orbit Expected 


MOSCOW (AP) - Two Soviet 


cosmonauts rocketed aloft in a 
spaceship Tuesday for an 
expected linkup with an orbiting 
station launched two weeks ago. 


Tjie Soyuz 21 spacecraft was 


the first manned launch since 
last July's joint -,U.S.-Sovietr 
Apollo-Soyuz linkup. 
, Soyuz 21 headed for a series of 
"joint experiments" with the 
space laboratory Salyut 5, or- 
'bited on June 22, the official 
Tass news agency said. 


Neither Soviet commentators 


nor Western space analysts saw 
the launch of the 27th manned 
Soviet space flight as more than 
a relatively routine continuation 
of Soviet manned space 
experiments. 


The two cosmonauts were shot 


into orbit from the Baikonur 
Cosmodrome in Kazakhstan in 
Soviet Central Asia, 1,400 miles 
southeast of Moscow, at 7:09 
a.m., CDT. and soon radioed 
back that all systems were func- 
tioning normally. 


Aboard were Col. Boris 


Volynov, 41, a veteran 
cosmonaut who rode into space 
aboard Soyuz-5 in 1969, and army 
Lt. Col. Vital! Zholobov, 39, a 
mustachioed flight engineer on 
his first space trip. He is the 35th 
Soviet cosmonaut to fly hi space. 


Six hours after liftoff, Tass 


reported the spacecraft had 
circled the earth four times and 
that all on-board systems con- 
tinued to function normally. 


It said the space'capsule had 


entered an orbit 157 miles from 
earth at its highest point and 120 
miles away at the nearest dis- 
tance. It takes 88.7 minutes to 
circle the earth, and the angle of 
the orbit to the equator is 51.6 
degrees, Tass said. 


Soviet officials gave no details 


of Soyuz 2Ts program, but 
Western observers said they 
expected it to dock with the or- 
biting Salyut space station 
within the next 48 to 72 hours.

Wheat Crop Slightly Improved 
Farm Workers To Be Trained 
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During the past week, the condition of 
Nebraska’s winter wheat improved slight­ 
ly with 27% of the counties reported 
good, 65 % fair and 8% poor. 
That was disclosed Tuesday in the 
weekly crop-weather report of the State- 
Federal Division of Agricultural 
Statistics. 
Nearly 60% of the wheat fields are ripe, 
ahead of the normal 50% rate. 
About 10% of the wheat harvest has 
been completed in the state, the division 
said. Harvest was reported most ad­ 
vanced in the southern districts and east 
with virtually no harvest activity in the 
Panhandle. 
A few reports were received of head 
damage due to the hot, dry winds. 
Surface moisture in the state continued 
to decline. Topsoil moisture supplies 
were said short in 66% of the counties, 
Disease 
Is Threat 
Outstate 
Omaha (UP1) — A University 
of Nebraska Medical Center 
microbiologist Tuesday warned 
of a disease, carried primarily by 
animals, that could affect out­ 
state Nebraskans physically and 
financially 
Dr. Norman Miller, chairman 
of the medical microbiology 
department, identified the dis­ 
ease as leptospirosis. He has 
been studying it for the past 12 
years 
He said it is found in both 
domestic and wild animals and 
can be transmitted to humans. 
There is a vaccine for animals, 
but none for humans. It can 
cause severe illness in both 
humans and animals, such as 
cattle, pigs, horses and dogs. 
There 
are 
about 
100 
documented cases of lep­ 
tospirosis in the United States, 
Miller said, and many more go 
undetected because the disease's 
symptoms resemble flu. 
The disease may last from 7 to 
10 days in humans, and in severe 
cases it can last up to three 
weeks, leading to meningitis, 
conjunctivitis or jaundice. 
"For animals, the disease can 
play greater havoc," Miller said. 
“ Besides causing hemorrhages 
and jaundice, it can lead to death 
in some cases.’’ 
Farmers and ranchers are sub­ 
ject to higher risks during 
calving season, when the disease 
can cause cows to abort. Miller 
said the peak of the disease 
usually coincides with the 
spnng-summer calving season. 
The peak seems to coincide 
with rainfall, he said, adding 
that standing bodies of water are 
the most frequent medium of 
transmission. He explained that 
water serves as a “ seeding 
ground” for the diesease, which 
is caused b y bacteria earned in 
the kidneys of wild animals, es­ 
pecially rodents. 
Most likely to contract the dis­ 
ease are veterinarians. ranchers 
or workers in slaughter or 
packinghouses, M iller said, 
because the disease can be 
transmitted directly by coming 
into contact with contaminated 
unne or organs 
The disease is difficult to treat 
in humans because antibiotics 
aren’t as effective with lep­ 
tospirosis as with other bacterial 
diseases 
“ If a person becomes ill with 
the disease, he just has to nde it 
out,” Miller said 
UNL Given 
$86,700 For 
Water Study 


The National Science Founds 
tion has granted $86,700 to sup­ 
port a project at the University 
of Nebraska LiiK?oln aimed at 
helping Great Plains farmers 
make best use of the water they 
receive through rainfall or irriga 
tion 
The project, “ Sensible Heat 
Advection, 
Evapotranspiration 
and Turbulent Transport in the 
Subhurrud to Semiarid Climate 
of the Central Great Plains," is 
headed by Dr. Norman J. 
Rosenberg, leader of the 
agricultural meteorology section 
of the department of agricultural 
engineering 
Co-leader of the project is Dr 
Shdshi B. Verma, a native at In 
dia who earned his masters and 
doctoral degrees in fluid 
dynamics in the United States. 
The purpose of the research is 
to learn the physical and 
meteorological mechanisms by 
which the beat brought in from 
other regions is actually 
transferred from the air into the 
canopy of the growing crop 
where it provides the calories 
required to evaporate water. 
The results of the studies will 
be helpful in improving the 
scheduling of irrigation within 
the central Great Plains and 
many other regions of the world 
which are similiar climatically, 
Dr. Rosenberg said. 


NSF funding of the project is 
$182,000 over the two years of ac­ 
tivity thus far. An additional in­ 
crement is expected for the third 
year of the prqject, the leaders 
said. 


adequate in 34%. Subsoil moisture 
supplies remained about the same as the 
previous week with 75% of the counties 
short and 25% adequate. 
A year ago, topsoil was short in 41% 
and subsoil short in 40% of the counties. 
Com remained in mostly good condi­ 
tion over the state. Irrigation systems are 
running or are being prepared to run in 
all areas of the state. 
Dryland com will be needing moisture 
soon, the division emphasized.

Disease 
Is Threat 
Outstate 


Omaha (UPI) - A University 


of Nebraska Medical Center 
microbiologist Tuesday warned 
of a disease, carried primarily by 
animals, that could affect but- 
state Nebraskans physically and 
financially. 


Or. Norman Miller, chairman 


.of the medical microbiology 
department, identified the dis- 
ease as leptospirosis. Be has 
been studying it for the past 12 
years. 


He said it is found in both 


domestic and wild animals and 
can be transmitted to humans. 
There is a vaccine for animals, 
but none for humans. It can 
cause severe illness in both 
humans and animals, such as 
cattle, pigs, horses and dogs. 


There are about 100 


documented cases of lep- 
tospirosis in the United States, 
Miller said, and many more go 
undetected because the disease's 
symptoms resemble flu. 


The disease may last from 7 to 


10 days in humans, and in severe 
cases it can last up to three 
weeks, leading to meningitis, 
conjunctivitis or jaundice. 


"For animals, the disease can 


play greater havoc," Miller said. 
"Besides causing hemorrhages 
and jaundice, it can lead to death 
in some cases." 


Farmers and ranchers are sub- 


ject to higher risks during 
calving season, when the disease 
can cause cows to abort Miller 
said the peak of the disease 
usually coincides with the 
spring-summer calving season. 


The peak seems to coincide 


with rainfall, he said, adding 
that standing bodies of water are 
the most frequent medium of 
transmission. He explained that 
water serves as a "seeding 
ground" for the diesease, which 
is caused by bacteria carried in. 
the kidneys of wild animals, es- 
pecially rodents. 


Most likely to contract the dis- 


ease are veterinarians, ranchers 
or workers in slaughter or 
packinghouses, Miller said, 
because the disease can be 
transmitted directly by coming 
into contact with contaminated 
urine or organs. 


The disease is difficult to treat 


in humans because antibiotics 
aren't as effective with lep- 
tospirosis as with other bacterial

Minimum Wage 


Recently I thought I heard that the mfaimnm wage for the 


state was higher than the national minimum wage. I'm con- 
fused. What exactly is the minim nm wage nationally and in the 
state and whom does it affect?

ACTION LINE: On Jan. 1,1976, a federal minimum wage 


law went into effect which raised the minimum wage from $2.10 
to $2 30 an hour. Establishments newly affected were retail and 
service enterprises with gross sales of at least $1 million, con- 
struction firms grossing at least S2 million annually and other es- 
tablishments grossing $350,000 yearly. Workers whose jobs were 
not previously covered by the Fair Labor Standards Act (such as 
employes of smaller retail establishments) had a mimmnm 
wage raise from $2 to $2 20 an hour. Those workers win receive 
a minimum of $2.30 an hour effective Jan. 1,1977. The U.S. 
Supreme Court recently ruled that state and local governments 
are not required to pay the federal minimum wage to their 
employes 


The state minimum wage is $1.60, for all nongovernment 


employes not covered by the federal law with the exception of 
tipped employes and workers in businesses employing fewer 
than four people. 


Permanent state employes receive a minjmnm of |2.60 an 


hour.

h or the first time in several years, the Lin­ 
coln Public Schools will have to borrow money to 
meet their fiscal needs. 
That word came from Business Manager 
Robert Den Hartog at Tuesday’s regular Board of 
Education meeting during a discussion of the 
$30,710,6219 budget which is being readied for a 
public hearing on July 19, 
The cash flow shortage is expected to come 
to a head sometime in February, Den Hartog 
predicted, and “we will not be able to meet the 
day-to-day needs without borrowing.“ 
The basis of the problem is a projected 
monthly operational expense of $285,000 for next 
year, up $10,000 from current expenditures It is 
the result of an increase in utilities, salary and 
salary-related items, he explained. 
Further complicating things, the schools 
won’t receive tax funds which usually finance the 
programs until April 1. That means the $285,000 


will mount up during a perio d o f six mo nths 
resulting in a deficit o f $1.5 millio n, Den Ha rto g 
sa id. 
No rma lly the scho o ls a llo w fo r tha t fig ure in 
the beginning balance of the new y ea r, but, it ha s 
been the practice during the past few y ea rs to 
lower that amount and, coupled with the lo ss o f 
$220,000 in state aid, the school system ha s fo und 
itself short going into the budget vear. 


Board member Ted Dewey, a ba nker, a d­ 
vised Den Hartog to “ crank (Jie co sts o f 
borrowing into the budget,” since "Yo u’re 
picking a poor year to borrow,” sig hting rising in­ 
terest rates. 


Superintendent John Prasch noted that “ The 
fact that the money comes in toward the end o f 
the year tends to lull you into complacency." 
He added that the board is now in a situation 
that many others across the state face every year. 
“ It’s become kind of an accepted thing in 
some areas,” he added.

Policy Needed 
In the long run, Prasch said, 
such programs would be a 
budget problem but right now 
“we need a policy statement on 
the matter. 
He urged cooperation between 
the parents and the board to es­ 
tablish a policy endorsing pre­ 
school special education. 


A sample policy statement is 
expected at the next meeting of 
the board July 20. 
In other action, the board ap­ 
proved a policy statement on the 
use of school grounds, modeled 
coosely after current city 
statutes on the use of public 
land. 


The action was the result of a 
meeting with parents of the Salt 
Valley View area several months 
ago who had sought the use of 
school lands for mini-bike riding. 
A section of the policy that 
parallels city ordinance 12.08.030 
deals with the mini-bike issue 
and reads: “It shall be unlawful 
for any person to drive, operate, 
or propel over or along any 
school drive or road any vehicle, 
motor vehicle, bicycle, tricycle, 
or to drive or ride any horse at a 
speed greater than is reasonable 
under the conditions.”

In the long run, Prasch said, 


such programs would be a 
budget problem but right now 
"we need a policy statement on 
the matter. 


He urged cooperation between

who’s been dead many y ears," 
Lewis say s. 
Taste-wise, it shouldn't take 
more than $100 at the most to 
buy an "ex ceptional'’ wine, say s 
this local connoisseur. In fact, 
for half the price y ou can g et just 
about as g ood a wine, he thinks, 
and "after that, what y ou g et for 
the ex tra money is neg lig ible." 
While several Lincolnites have 
taken to stocking their own wine 
cellars, no collector interviewed 
claimed owning a bottle of liq uid 
g old any where near the $592 per 
ounce value of the recently auc­ 
tioned 1806 Chateau Lafite- 
Rothschild red Bordeaux. 
Local wine merchant Mitch 
Tavlin say s he sold a bottle of 
C hateau 
M outon-Rothschild 
1947 to a Lincolmte two y ears 
ag o for $200 plus tax. But the 
buy er never had a chance to 


taste the g oods because the shelf 
he put it on at home collapsed, 
shattering the bottle and spilling 
the contents. 
Taste, not ex pense, dictates 
the direction of an individual’s 
personal wine stock, Lincoln 
collectors say . 
F o r ex am ple, one local 
businessm an was g iven an 
ex pensive sweet German dessert 
wine as a g ift. “I can’t bring 
my self to dnnk it,” he say s — 
not because of its preciousness, 
but because he doesn’t like 
sweet wines. "What do I do with 
it?" he q ueries. 
Wine collectors are like coin 
collectors, say s Chip Woods; 
they won’t tell y ou what they ’ve 
g ot 
Woods boug ht some German 
wines several y ears ag o for $7 5 a 
bottle and he fig ures they have 
now appreciated 
He also has a 1955 Italian wine 
which is 
‘not worth any thing , 
but it tastes g ood.” 
Introduced in wines by his dad 
and uncle, W oods sta rte d 
collecting nine y ars ag o on his 
21st birthday . "I boug ht two 
bottles of 1959 champag ne and 
dra nk 
th e m 
bo t h , ” 
he 
remembers. 
Not all of his subseq uent 
purchases have been so q uickly 
consumed Althoug h he’s not y et 
built a wine cellar, he keeps his 
stock in the basement where it’s 
cool and dark; heat and lig ht will 


ag e wine. 
Woods keeps his ey es open for 
specific vintag es. He’s looking 
for Ly nch-M oussas 19 67 , a 
French red wine that sold for 
only $3 a bottle three y ears ag o. 
Because the wine is made in a 
small viney ard that ex ports 
prim arily to Belg ium, there 
aren’t many bottles on the open 
market. 
"Old wine is like an old 
stam p,” say s S. R. Haddal, 


University Club manag er. "It’s 
not something y ou can g o out 
and buy . It may or may not be 
available.” 
That wine improves with ag e 
is not alway s true, say s Lewis. 
Any g ood Bordeaux needs to be 
ag ed at least seven y ears, and 
probably 10, he sug g ests. Sweet 
dessert wines will last a long 
time, as will port and sherry , 
wines fortified with stabilizing 
alcohol. 


Wine is living org anic matter 
and and it does die, Haddal 
stresses 
"A 17 0-y ear-old wine 
could very well be a senile old 
man — but y ou have to pay the 
price to find out.” 


Lewis fig ures the 1806 Chateau 
L afite-R o th sch ild probably 
reaked in flavor more than a few 
y ears ag o. “I betcha it was better 
in 19 06 or even 18 9 5,” he 
g uesses.

Wine sales in Lincoln and across the 


country are up, and with this rise in sales 
there may be a corresponding increase in 
anxiety for the novice wine drinker. 


Which wine goes with what meat? What 


is the difference between a great wine, a 
good wine and a bad wine? What is the 
difference between domestic and imported 
wines? 


Do not despair, neophyte nippers of the 


fermented fruit There is a course in wine 
tasting where the perplexed can team the 
fundamentals of fine wine drinking. 


Rusty Albert, a UNL graduate student in 


botany, offers such a course. For a fee of 
$22.50, which covers the cost of five or six 
bottles per class over a KBession course, 
the curious can learn how to tell good wine, 
why a certain wine goes with a certain 
meal and learn a little about why wines are 
different. 


Albert said he first got interested in wine 


in 1973 when he took a course in UNL's 
Centennial education program. He did weD 
'in the course and took over the next 
semester when the original teacher didn't 
have the time to continue. Since then, he 
has tasted between 300 and 400 wines, 
taught three or four courses a year and 
read extensively on the subject. 


Students learn how to taste wine, a ritual 


that includes six separate acts: 


. 
Hold the glass of wine up to the light and 


check for clarity'and sediment Clarity is 
good, sediment is bad. 


Swirl the wine slightly in the glass. SmtU 


runners along the side of the glass should 
appear as the wine settles. These runners, 
called tegs, indicate a chemical called ten- 
nin which produces a fuzzy tang in the 
mouth. 


Sniff the wine. Good wines should give 


off pleasing bouquet; with a little training 
the nose can detect sweetness and a fruity 
oudlity. 


Taste with the tip of the tongue. This 


taste, which should spread throughout the 
mouth, is called the aroma. 


Take a full, lingering drink. Note the 


sweetness, tartness, fruity flavor, and 
whether the wine tastes heavy or light. 


After swallowing, note the tastes that re- 


main or develop in your mouth. 


"See, swish, snort, sip, slurp, slug," 


Albert summed up. 


In tasting wine, a problem develops 


because everyone's taste buds differ. 


"That last wine was sweeter than the one 


before," one student said during a recent 
session on California red wines. 


"No, it was drier," said another. 


Albert usually moderates such dis-. 


agreements by explaining how one wine 
differs from another in the grapes used, the 
age and the processing. 


He also explains why one wine would 


complement a meal better than another 
wine. A Bordeaux, for instance, would be 
better with steak, because it is ligher. A 
Burgundy would be better with a roast 


because it is heavier, has more body. 


- The course starts with German white 


wines, covers other white wines, California 
red wines, French red wines, ports and 
sherries and champagnes. 


"A lot of people tell me at the start that 


they don't like champagne, because "it 
bubbles a tot and it's too dry," Albert said. 
After the session on sparkling wines, usual- 
ly a champagne breakfast, most students 
develop a liking for bubbly, he said. 


The sessions are informal Someone 


brings bread or cheese, used to clear the 
palate between tastings, and students 
relax. They get more relaxed as they taste 
more wine. 


Albert's students are usually friends, 


friends of friends, or acquaintances from 
work. This session, one student is the 
owner of a liquor store who is planning to 
expand his wine selection, but needs to 
know more about it 


The last class in the course is a final 


exam, which usually includes one or more 
paga of questions and a glass of unknown 
wine for the student to identify. Albert 
expects each student to be able to tell the 
type of wine, the type of grapes used, and 
whether it is domestic or foreign. 


Albert said he teaches a beginning class, 


but gives an advanced final so students will 
realize there is much they don't know 
about wines. 


"Only two people have ever passed my 


final," he said. "The rest sign up for 
another course."

Odds On Overtrick 30 To 1

Let's assume you're South 


-and bid four spades. If you 
make four spades, you score 820 
points; if you go down one, you 
lose 100 points. 
- 


It is therefore clear that if, 


during the play of the hand, a 
situation arises where there is 
an opportunity to score an' 
overtrick, you should not grasp 
that opportunity if it jeopar- 
dizes the contract. It would be 
downright foolish to run the risk 
of suffering a 920-point loss for 
the sake of gaining 30 points. 
You would be laving odds of 
about 30 to 1 if you tried for the 
overtnck. 


Now let's apply this principle 


to the present hand. You win 
West's heart lead in dummy 
with the ace, and play a low 
trump to the ace — on which 
West plays the jack. 


If yon continue with the king, 


hoping to find West with the Q-J 
doubleton—in which case ycu'd 


finish with eleven tricks — you 
wind up going down one. You 
lose two trump tricks and two 
diamonds. 


But this would be the wrong 


way to play the hand. Once 
West's jack appears, it is far 
better to play safe by returning 
a low spade towards dummy's 
ten at trick three. This play 
protects you 100 per cent 
against the possibility of losing 
more than one trump trick. 
East wins dummy's ten with the 
queen, but his 9-7 of trumps 
later succumb to your K-M 
when you lead a low trump from 
dummy. 


It is true that by making this 


somewhat unusual play you 
give up all chance of scoring an 
overtnck (if West has the QJ 
alone), but this is one of those 
luxuries you can well afford to 
do without

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Counc il Ta lk Hops Around

The City Council hopped 
energetically from one topic to 
another Tuesday , touching on 
subjects ranging from dog 
catching to liquor licenses to 
city -county cooperation. 
Council member Bob Siky ta 
told his colleagues that, accor­ 
ding to telephone callers, there 
is fear among the citizens that 
the city may be without any dog 
catching service at all for a few 
months this fall. 
The council has decided to 
cancel its contract with the 
Humane Society and hire its own 
dog catchers in a division of 
animal control. 
Council member John Robin­ 
son quipped that Siky ta should 
m erely te ll citizens they 
wouldn't notice the difference if 
the Humane Society went out of 
business. 
S ik y ta , 
h ow e ve r, 
w as 
reassured by City Atty . Charles 
Humble that negotiations are un­ 
derway with the Humane Socie­ 
ty to cover the gap of several 
months before the city ’s dog 
catchers are on the job. 
The council took note that its 
controversial liquor license 


quota of 135 has been breached 
for the third time by the State 
Liquor Control Commission, but 
ducked any attempt to deal with 
the issue Tuesday . 
Robinson said he thought the 
city was faced with the alter­ 
natives of either dropping any 
pretense at regulating liquor 
licensing or adopting a rational 
policy for issuing them. 


Humble said he believes 
another alternative is to seek 
legislation that would give the 
city the kind of liquor license 
power it wants. He admitted the 
chances of overturning the com­ 
mission’s ruling in court are 
slim. 


The State Liquor Control 
Commission said the limit of 135 
licenses are artibrary , overboard 
and ambiguous. 
On another matter, council 
member Bob Jeambey said he 
believes it is time for the City 
Council and County Board to 
schedule a regular joint meeting. 
He said topics meriting joint 
consideration are occurring so 
frequently that some matters are 
being lost in the shuffle. 
' Matters just drift off and 
three weeks later someone 


remembers and wants to know 
what happened and nobody 
knows," Jeambey said. 
He said that perhaps the two 
bodies, known as the City - 
County Common when they 
meet together, should hire an 
executive clerk 
On another topic the Housing 
Authority Tenants Action Coali­ 
tion (HATAC) voiced opposition 
to the reappointment of Don 
Parker to the Housing Authority 
Board by May or Helen Boosalis. 
The coalition said Parker is 
not responsive to the needs of 
tenants, particularly on the 
matter of holding night meetings 
to enable more tenants to at­ 
tend. 
The reappointment was on the 
council’s agenda because of a 
mistaken belief on the part of 
city officials that it required 
council confirmation.

Wilderness Expansion Begun

Almost 11 acres of land may be added 
to Wilderness Park in an effort to offset 
the land to be eaten away by the proposed 
West By pass 
Lancaster County Commissioners Jan 
Gauger and Bruce Hamilton voted 
Tuesday to start the acquisition process 
of the land, owned by Ed Barry , of Lin­ 
coln Rt. 1. 
The land, an irregular parcel north of 
Van Dorn St. and West of the Haines 
Branch of Salt Creek, is just part of the 
total package Mrs. Gauger said she hopes 
the county will eventually acquire. 
Mrs. Gauger pledged to work toward 
getting 30 acres of additional parkland 
north of the current Wilderness Park in 
April 1975, when she voted to support the 
West By pass Route. 
The route, involved in controversy for 
y ears, will take about 26 acres of 
parkland, including six acres in the Girl 
Scout Day Camp area. 
“It was obvious from original estimates 


that the entire area north of Van Dorn 
would cost more than the $ 50,000 the 
county ailoted in its 1975-76 budget for 
park land acquisition,” Mrs. Gauger said 
Tuesday . 
In addition legal hassles about future 
road right of way through that 30 acres 
slowed down acquisition of the entire 
tract, she said. 
The board’s Tuesday action, with Com­ 
missioner Robert Colin absent, began the 
process of acquiring the smaller tract of 
land, valued at $ 15,760 according to coun­ 
ty assessor records. 
This process includes a 90day notice of 
intent to appeal, an appraisal and an in­ 
formational hearing, M rs.-G auger 
explained. 
The current by pass route is still being 
opposed by a y ear-old group, the Citizens 
to Preserve Wilderness Park. 
The group, now appealing the decision 
through federal government department 
channels, will take the road issue to court 
if necessary , said Marge Schlitt, secretary 
of the group. 


The purchase of additional land for 
Wilderness Park “is certainly nice,” said 
Mr. Schlitt. “But it cannot replace the 
day camp land.” 
After cutting more than $ 10,000 in 
equipment costs, the board approved a 
$ 30,600 federal grant application for se­ 
cond y ear funding of the county at­ 
torney ’s office administrator position. 
The board cut out requests for a movie 
camera, recording and screen equipment 
that the county attorney staff hoped to 
use to make training films for deputy at­ 
torney s and secretaries. 


Also cut were new desks for the clerical 
staff, to replace “very old steel desks.” 
The desk request is also included in the 
County Attorney ’s regular budget 
proposal for this fiscal y ear, as a “back up 
measure," County Attorney Ron Lahners 
admitted. 


The federal grant, if approved by the 
regional and state crime commissions, 
will require about $ 11,000 in county tax 
funds.

Urtron nrnnn« al wait* tn receive ar 
Bry an Memorial Hospital’s $ 30 million 
expansion plans are being questioned by an of­ 
ficial of the State Health Department. 
James Nordstrom, 
assistant department 
director, said Tuesday that he questions the need 
for additional hospital beds in Lincoln, particular­ 
ly in view of the current occupancy rates at the 
city ’s three major hospitals. 
Bry an’s expansion plans include land acquisi­ 
tion and 233 additional beds. The master plans 
call for construction of a parking garage and a 
phy sicians office building to be financed by 
private enterprise. 
Statistics show that Bry an’s average occupan­ 
cy rate for acute care beds was 80.8% in 1975. St. 
Elizabeth Community Health Center, meanwhile, 
reported an average occupancy rate of 75% and 
Lincoln General’s rate was 69%. 


If the Bry an proposal were to receive an un­ 
favorable finding from Nordstrom’s division, 
which is in charge of reviewing major expen­ 
ditures, Bry an Hospital could appeal to the State 
Health Board. The appeals process also entitles 
the hospital to a hearing on the federal level, 
Nordstrom said. 


Failure to abide by the rulings could result in 
curtailed reimbursements by the federal govern­ 
ment for Medicare, Medicaid and Title 
V 
programs for maternal and child health as well as 
crippled children. 


Nordstrom said it is time for hospitals to con­ 
sider making new arrangements, such as contrac­ 
ting for beds. On the average, he said, hospital 
construction costs $ 83 a square foot, almost dou­ 
ble the $ 47-a-square-foot average four y ears ago. 
Girl Scouts Turn To Pare nts 
Parents of Girl Scouts in the 
Homestead Council will be 
asked to bear more of the cost of 
scouting programs. 
The Homestead Girl Scout 
Council board Tuesday in­ 
structed its finance committee 
to restructure program fees to 
reasonably reflect the cost of 
scouting programs and to begin a 
sustaining membership drive 
am ong people re la te d to 
scouting. 
The decision to sedc additional 
income stemmed from the ten­ 
tative United Way allocation to 
the Girl Scouts in 1977, which is 
much lower than they had 
requested. 
The Girl Scout Council’s $ 45,- 
009 request was slashed to $ 18,- 
000 by the agency relations com­ 
mittee of United Way of Lintoln 
and Lancaster County . The 
United Way board is expected to 
a c t on th e c o m m itte e ’s 
recommendations and set a 1977 


campaign goal July 22. 
The United Way has also told 
Girl Scouts (as well as Camp 
Fire Girls) to be self-supporting 
within ten y ears. 
The reduced United Way 
allocation and the probable loss 
of any allocation sometime in 
the future leaves the council “no 
alternative but to hit our own 
members,” board member Bill 
Norris said. 
To avoid pricing low-income 
and large families out of the Girl 
Scouts, the board asked its 
finance committee to find a way 
to help y oungsters who can’t af­ 
ford increased costs. 
Homestead Council’s total 
projected budget for 1977 is 
$ 224,080, up more than $ 16,000 
from this y ear’s projected 
budget. 
Council president Anabeth 
Frazier presented the board with 
several possibilities: 
— Conduct fund-raising in 


areas served by the council 
which do not have a United Way 
or Community Chest. 
— Increase service fees to 
cover overhead as well as direct 
program costs. 
— Approach parents for volun­ 
tary contributions; stage an 
event to raise contributions; or 
wage a community fund drive. 
Also mentioned was creation 
of an independent y outh agency 
fund drive. “I’m not sure we’re 
ready to get into that,” Mrs. 
Frazier said. 
That suggestion stemmed 
from the United Way com­ 
mittee’s list of priorities which 
place recreation and y outh- 
oriented programs low among 
the areas to be funded. 
This y ear, the Girl Scouts will 
receive $ 9,838 from the local 
United Way , up from the $ 3,117 
allocated in 1975 while the coun­ 
cil uses up a reserve socked away 
to purchase a campsite. 


Co u n ty Give s First L o o k A t Zo n in g Ch a n g e s 


Enforcement of the county 's 
zoning and building code rules 
took another small step forward 
Tuesday , but actual enforcement 
is still several months away . 
L ancaster C ounty com ­ 
missioners Tuesday glanced 
briefly at proposed changes in 
the county 's zoning regulations, 
and a proposed contract with the 
city for the enforcement man­ 
power, before sending the 
documents on for further study 
and meetings. 
The zoning regulation changes 


are prim arily cosm etic — 
changing terminology to con­ 
form with the city law language 
— plus raising some fees. These 
include a raise from $ 20 to $ 50 
for zoning appeals, from $ 30 to 
$ 75 for a change of zone request 
and a new $ 75 fee for a special 
permit application. 


The contract spells out en­ 
forcement duties to be per­ 
formed by the city inspections 
department for the county . The 
city will be reimbursed through 


the fees plus a cost of not more 
than $ 4,000 during the first six 
months for manpower costs. 


If the contract and zoning 
changes make it through the 
city -county process, the city will 
have enforcement of its subdivi­ 
sion regulations for the first time 
in more than a decade. 


Money earmarked in last 
y ear's budget for enforcement 
was never spent because the 
details on the contract and 
zoning changes were never 


wbrked out 
State law provides a maximum 
$ 250 fine or 30 day s in jail for 
violators of the county rules. But 
the county will not attempt to 
prosecute those property owners 
who violated the rules before the 
enforcement began, said County 
Commissioner Jan Gauger 


Once started the enforcement 
project will also serve as an 
educational tool, and building 
permit and zoning violations 
should decline, she said. 
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For Quality Wine, $100 Is Enough

For sheer quality you can get 


as good a wine for $100 a bottle 
as you can for $14,200, says Lin- 
colnite Bart Lewis. 


But it's more than taste, he 


believes, that brings a man to 
make a $14,200 winning.bid on a 
170-year-old bottle of wine as did 
California oilman David Lyons 
at a recent auction of rare wines 
in New Orleans. 


"There's a certain romance to 


be able to drink a wine that 
might have been shared by 
Thomas Jefferson or a person 
who's been dead many years," 
Lewis says. 


Taste-wise, it shouldn't take 


more than $100 at the most to 
buy an "exceptional" wine, says 
this local connoisseur. In fact, 
for half the price you can get just 
about as good a wine, he thinks, 
and "after that, what you get for 
the extra money is negligible." 


While several Lincolnites have 


taken to stocking their own wine 
cellars, no collector interviewed 
claimed owning a bottle of liquid 
gold anywhere near the $592 per 
ounce value of the recently auc- 
tioned 1806 Chateau Lafite- 
Rothschild red Bordeaux. 


Local wine merchant Mitch 


Tavlin says he sold a bottle of 
Chateau Mouton-Rothsehild 
1947 to a Lincolnite two years 
ago for $200 plus tax. But the 
buyer never had a chance to 


taste the goods because the shelf 
he put it on at home collapsed, 
shattering the bottle and spilling 
the contents. 


Taste, not expense, dictates 


the direction of an individual's 
personal wine stock, Lincoln 
collectors say. 


For example, one local 


businessman was given an 
expensive sweet German dessert 
wine as a gift. "I can't bring 
myself to drink it," he says — 
not because of its preciousness, 
but because he doesn't like 
sweet wines. "What do I do with 
it?" he queries. 


Wine collectors, are like coin 


collectors, says Chip Woods; 
they won't tell you what they've 
got. 


Woods bought some German 


wines several years ago for $75 a 
bottle and he figures they have 
now appreciated. 


He also has a 1955 Italian wine 


which is 'not worth anything, 
but it tastes good." 


Introduced in wines by his dad' 


and uncle, Woods started 
collecting nine yars ago on his 
21st birthday. "I bought two 
bottles of 1959 champagne and 
drank them both," he 
remembers. 


Not all of his subsequent 


purchases have been so quickly 
consumed. Although he's not yet 
built a wine cellar, he keeps his 
stock in the basement where it's 
cool and dark; heat and light will 


age wine. 


Woods keeps his eyes open for 


specific vintages. He's looking 
for Lynch-Moussas 1967, a 
French red wine that sold for 
only $3 a bottle three years ago. 
Because the wine is made in a 
small vineyard that exports 
primarily to Belgium, there 
aren't many bottles on the open 
market. 


"Old wine is like an old 


stamp," says S. R. Haddal, 


University Club manager. "It's 
not something you can go out 
and buy. It may or may not be 
available." 


That wine improves with age 


is not always true, says Lewis. 
Any good Bordeaux needs to be 
aged at least seven years, and 
probably 10, he suggests. Sweet 
dessert wines will last a long 
time, as will port and sherry, 
wines fortified with stabilizing 
alcohol 


Wine is living organic matter 


and and it does die, Haddal 
stresses. "A 170-year-old wine 
could very well be a senile old 
man — but you have to pay the 
price to find out." 


Lewis figures the 1806 Chateau 


Lafite-Rothschild probably 
reaked in flavor more than a few 
years ago. "I betcha it was better 
in 1906 or even 1895," he 
guesses.

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Council Talk Hops Around

The City Council hopped 


energetically from'one topic to 
another Tuesday, touching on 
subjects ranging from dog 
catching to liquor licenses to 
city-county cooperation. 


Council member Bob Sikyta 


told his colleagues that, accor- 
ding to telephone callers, there 
is fear among the citizens that 
the city-may be without any dog 
catching service at all for a few 
months this fall. 


The* council has decided to 


cancel its contract with the 
Humane Society and hire its own 
dog catchers in a division of 
animal control 


Council member John Robin- 


son quipped that Sikyta should 
merely tell citizens they 
wouldn't notice the difference if 
the Humane Society went out of 
business. 


Sikyta, however, was 


reassured by City Atty. Charles 
Humble that negotiations are un- 
derway with the Humane Socie- 
ty: -to-cover the gap of several 
months before the city's dog 
catchers are on the job. 
"the council took note that its 
controversial liquor license 


quota of 135 has been breached 
for the third time by the State 
Uquor Control Commission, but 
ducked any attempt to deal with 
the issue Tuesday. 


Robinson said he thought the 


city was faced with the alter- 
natives of either dropping any 
pretense at regulating liquor 
licensing or adopting a rational 
policy for issuing them. 


Humble said he believes 


another alternative is to seek 
legislation that would give the 
city the kind of Uquor license 
power it wants. He admitted the 
chances of overturning the com- 
mission's ruling in court are 
slim. 


The State Liquor Control 


Commission said the limit of 135 
licenses are artibrary, overboard 
and ambiguous. 


On another, matter, council 


member Bob Jeambey said he 
believes it is time for the City 
Council and County Board to 
schedule a regular joint meeting. 


He said topics meriting joint 


consideration are occurring so 
frequently that some matters are 
being lost in the shuffle. 


"Matters just drift off and 


three weeks later someone 


remembers and wants to know 
what happened and nobody 
knows," Jeambey said. 


He said that perhaps the two 


bodies, known as the City- 
County Common when they 
meet together, should hire an 
executive clerk. 


On another topic the Housing 


Authority Tenants Action Coali- 
tion (HATAC).voiced opposition 
to the reappointment of Don 
Parker to the Housing Authority 
Board by Mayor Helen Boosalis. 


The coalition said Parker is 


not responsive to the needs of 
tenants, particularly on the 
matter of holding night meetings 
to enable more tenants to at- 
tend. 


The reappointment was on the 


council's agenda because of a 
mistaken belief on the part of 
city officials that it required 
council confirmation.

Wilderness Expansion Begun

Almost 11 acres of land may be added 


to .Wilderness Park in an effort to offset 
the land to be eaten away by the proposed 
West-Bypass. 
-Lancaster County Commissioners Jan 
Gauger and Bruce Hamilton voted 
Tuesday to start the acquisition process 
of,'the land, owned by Ed Barry, of Lin- 
coin Rt. 1. 


The land, an irregular parcel north of 


Vali Dorn St. and West of the Haines 
Branch of Salt Creek, is just part of the 
total package Mrs. Gauger said she hopes 
the county will eventually acquire. 


Mrs. Gauger pledged to work toward 


getting. 30 acres of additional parkland 
north-of the current Wilderness Park in 
April 1975, when she voted to support the 
West Bypass Route. 


;The route, involved in controversy for 


years;'will take about 26 acres of 
parkland, including six acres in the Girl 
Scout Day Camp area. 


'-'It was obvious from original estimates 


that the entire area north of Van Dorn 
would cost more than the $50,000 the 
county alloted in its 1975-76 budget for 
park land acquisition," Mrs. Gauger said 
Tuesday. 


In addition legal hassles about future 


road right of way through that 30 acres 
slowed down acquisition of the entire 
tract, she said. 


The board's Tuesday action, with Com- 


missioner Robert Colin absent, began the 
process of acquiring the smaller tract of 
land, valued at $15,760 according to coun- 
ty assessor records. 


This process includes a 90-day notice of 


intent to appeal, an appraisal and an in- 
formational hearing, Mrs.-Gauger 
explained. 


The current bypass route is still being 


opposed by a year-old group, the Citizens 
to Preserve Wilderness Park. 


The group, now appealing the decision 


through federal government department 
channels, will take the road issue to court 
if necessary, said Marge Schlitt, secretary 
of the group. 


The purchase of additional land for 


Wilderness Park "is certainly nice," said 
Mr. Schlitt. "But it cannot replace the 
day camp /land." 


After cutting more than $10,000 in 


equipment costs, the board approved a 
$30,600 federal grant application for se- 
cond year funding of the county at- 
torney's office administrator position. 


The board cut out requests for a movie 


camera, recording and screen equipment 
that the county attorney staff hoped to 
use to make training films for deputy at- 
torneys and secretaries. 


Also cut were new desks for the clerical 


staff, to replace 'Very old steel desks." 
The desk request is also included In the 
County Attorney's regular budget 
proposal for this fiscal year, as a "back up 
measure," County Attorney Ron Lahners 
admitted. 


The federal grant, if approved by the 


regional -and state crime commissions, 
will require about $11,000 in county tax 
funds. 


County Gives First Look At Zoning Changes 


Enforcement of the county's 


zoning and building code rides 
took another small step forward 
Tuesday, but actual enforcement 
is; still several months away. 
-Lancaster County com- 
missioners Tuesday glanced 
briefly :at proposed changes in 
the" county's zoning regulations, 
and a proposed contract with the 
city-for the enforcement man- 
power; 'before sending the 
documents on for further study 
and~ meetings. 


The zoning regulation changes 


are primarily cosmetic — 
Changing terminology to con- 
form with the city law language 
— plus raising some fees. These 
include a raise from $20 to $50 
for zoning appeals, from $30 to 
$75 fora change of zone request 
and a new $75 fee for a special' 
permit application. 


The contract spells out en- 


forcement duties to be per- 
formed by the city inspections 
department for the county. The 
city will be reimbursed through 


the fees plus a cost of not more 
than $4,000 during the first six 
months for manpower costs. 


If the contract and zoning 


changes make it through the 
city-county process, the city will 
have enforcement of its subdivi- 
sion regulations for the first time 
in more than a decade. 


Money earmarked in last 


year's budget for enforcement 
was never spent because the 
details on the contract and 
zoning changes were never 


w&rked out 


State law provides a maximum 


$250 fine or 30 days in jail for 
violators of the county rules. But 
the county will not attempt to 
prosecute those property owners 
who violated the rules before the 
enforcement began, said County 
Commissioner Jan Gauger. 


Once started the enforcement 


project will also serve as an 
educational tool, and building 
permit and zoning vii * 
should decline, she said.

James Nordstrom, assistant department 


director, said Tuesday that he questions the need

Bryan's expansion plans include land acquisi- 


tion and'233 additional beds. The master plans 
call for construction of a parking garage and a 
physicians office building to be financed by 
private enterprise. 


Statistics show that Bryan's average occupan- 


cy rate for acute care beds was 80.8% in 1975. St. 
Elizabeth Community Health Center, meanwhile, 
reported an average occupancy rate of 75% and 
Lincoln General's rate was 69%. 


If the Bryan proposal were to receive an un- 


favorable finding from Nordstrom's division, 
which is in charge of reviewing major expen- 
ditures, Bryan Hospital could appeal to the State 
Health Board. The appeals process also entitles 
the hospital to a hearing on the federal level, 
Nordstrom said. 


Failure to abide by the rulings could result in 


curtailed reimbursements by the federal govern- 
ment for Medicare, Medicaid and Title V 
programs for maternal and child health as well as 
crippled children. 


Nordstrom said it is time for hospitals to con- 


sider making new-arrangements, such as contrac- 
ting for beds. On the average, he said, hospital 
construction costs $83 a square foot, almost dou- 
ble the $47-a-square-foot average four yean ago. 


Girl Scouts Turn To Parents 


Parents of Girl Scouts in the 


Homestead Council will be 
asked to bear more of the cost of 
scouting programs. 


The Homestead Girl Scout 


Council board Tuesday in- 
structed its finance committee 
to restructure program fees to 
reasonably reflect the cost of 
scouting programs and to begin a 
sustaining membership drive 
among people related to 
scouting. 


The decision to seek additional 


income stemmed from the ten- 
tative United Way allocation to 
the Girl Scouts in 1977, which is 
much lower than they had 
requested. 


The Girl Scout Council's $45,- 


009 request was slashed to $18,- 
000 by the agency relations com- 
mittee of United Way of Lincoln 
and Lancaster County. The 
United Way board is expected to 
act on the committee's 
recommendations and set a 1977 


campaign goal July 22. 


The United Way has also told 


Girl Scouts (as well as Camp 
Fire Girls) to be self-supporting 
within ten years. 


The reduced United Way 


allocation and the probable loss 
of any allocation sometime in 
the future leaves the council "no 
alternative but to hit our own 
members," board member Bill 
Norris said. 


To avoid pricing low-income 


and large families out of the Girl 
Scouts, the board asked its 
finance committee to find a way 
to help youngsters who can't af- 
ford increased-costs. 


Homestead Council's total 


projected budget for 1977 is 
$224,080, up more than $16,000 
from this year's projected 
budget. 


Council president Anabeth 


Frazier presented the board with 
several possibilities: 


— Conduct fund-raising in 


areas served by the council 
which do not have a United Way 
or Community Chest. 


— Increase service fees to 


cover overhead as well as direct 
program costs. 


—Approach parents for volun- 


tary contributions; stage an 
event to raise contributions; or 
wage a community fund drive. 


Also mentioned was creation 


of an independent youth agency 
fund drive.

That suggestion stemmed 


from the United Way com- 
mittee's list of priorities which 
place recreation and youth- 
oriented programs low among 
the areas to be funded.

There are sev eral p ossible 
cau ses, the chief one being an 
hereditary defect in the blood 
sy stem. In adu lts, the cau se may 
be tox ic, as from lead, benzene, 
etc. 


Since y ou r granddau ghter’s 
disorder rev ealed itself at su ch 
an early age, the likelihood of its 
being a familial disorder (oc­ 
cu rring in families) is great. This 
cou ld inv olv e an abnormality of 
the hemoglobin, the p igment of 
the cells. Or there might be an 
enzy me deficiency that is af­ 
fecting the stability of the cells. 
A mild jau ndice (the u rine and

later stu dies ru led this ou t in 
y ou r granddau ghter’s case. This 
led to the diagnosis of hemoly tic 
anemia rather than to the liv er

One early Latin definition of the word 


"prayer" derives from a modest approach to 
divinity, a petition, sometimes larded with 
praise; but another definition is simply: "An 
earnest request to someone for something." 


The act of praying, so common to 


mankind in all ages and regions, is addressed 


prevails. This similarity of the gods 
beseeched is less evident than that of the 
method by which they are addressed. Harry 
JEmerson Fosdick, a commonsensical 
American preacher, warned his nock: "God 
is not a cosmic bellboy for whom we can 
press a button to get things." Nevertheless, 
the fact that this warning was needed con- 
firms how often humanity entertains just 
that hope. 


Among my favorites is the following, 


which is both more humorous and more 
deeply touching when it is remembered that 
the young cutup of a North African town 


who thus addressed his Divinity subsequent- 
ly became one of the most esteemed, most 
holy, and most intellectual pillars of the 
Christian dogma. His immense religious in- 
fluence is still today very much alive. The 
prayer was unadorned, abrupt: "Oh God, 
make me good, but not yet" — St. Augustine 
(in his youth). 


. A most agreeable and human entreaty to 


Heaven has been found on a tablet below a 
tomb in Chester Cathedral, England:' 


"Give me a sense of humor, Lord, 
"Give me the grace to see a joke, 
"To get some happiness from life 
"And pass it on to other folk." 
' Avarice is an ancient human weakness, 
and it appears again and again among the 
recorded yearnings of our species, as for 
example: "Let me be called the worst of 
mankind so long as I am called rich"—Latin 
proverb. 


The profound and ' intellectual 


Augustine, one of the church's greatest 
fathers, was forced by his honesty to confess 
(as suited one whose earlier days strayed 
from the narrow path of holiness): 
"Drunkenness is far from me; Thou wilt 
grant hi Thy mercy that it never approach 
me; but gluttony sometimes steals upon Thy • 
servant." 


.This awareness of mortality is echoed hi 


a great lord of Japan whose touching 
quatrain, composed the morning-before his 
assassination in 1219, pleads: 


"If I should come no more, 
- 


"Plum-tree beside my door, 
"Forget not thou'the spring, 


'Faithfully blossoming.' 
Because of this awareness, the best 


among men have craved of God, if anything, 
the strength always to survive well a brief in- 
carnation and to bring happiness thereby to ( 
others. Thus, once again, St. Francis of 
Assisi: 


"Lord, make me an instrument of thy 


peace! 


"Where there is hatred... let me sow 


love. 


"Where there is injury ... pardon 
"Where there is doubt... faith 
"Where there is despair... hope. 
"Where there is darkness ... light. 
"Where there is sadness... joy." 


Many are those who, on behalf of other 


humans, have called upon God to witness 
generous acts. Abraham Lincoln, a sad, wise, 
homespun, and deeply sympathetic presi- 
dent, asked: "I pray that our Heavenly 
Father may assuage the anguish of your 
bereavement,, and leave you only the 
cherished'memory of the loved and lost, and 
the solemn pride that must be yours, to have 
laid so costly a sacrifice upon the altar of 
Freedom." 


One subject about which we have 


learned nothing, absolutely nothing, despite 
the vast explosion of knowledge touched off 
by human intelligence during its brief reign 
on earth, is death. We do not truly know 
what it means or where it leads. We abhor its 
corruption. We have no genuine confidence 
that it implies any form of transmogrifica- 
tion which contains within itself a germ of 
life, even a new and unfamiliar version of 
life. 


Faith has been invented as a crutch to 


help us along the inevitable journey into the 
unknown, whence nothing, no one, has ever 
returned or sent a message of instruction. 


There is a gentle and philosophical, 


weary acceptance of death's reality in many 
religions. I knew the grand baba of the 
heretical Islamic sect of Bektashi in Albania 
almost forty years ago, and used to discuss 
both life and death with him and his monks 
at the order's tekke in the mountain of 
Kruja. He counseled: "Tolerance is what is 
important. And death, as a brother, conies to 
embrace all men." 


The great Genghis Khan, fiercest con- 


queror of all tune, accepted his end with 
philosophical tranquility, advising the 


stinking warriors gathered about him 
felt tent on the windy heartland steppes: 
"Do not make a lament or raise a clamor 
about my death, for such things do no good; . 
never yet has death been frightened away by . 
screaming. Instead of rending your garments, 
and running hither and thither like lunatics, 
pray God to be gracious to me; say prayers 
that will delight ray soul." 


Here are some memorable last.Words 


that come from the smug satisfaction of a 
man who was fully proud that he had lived 
right, and on his deathbed was equally deter- 
mined to die right: "Wife, children, doctor, I 
trust on this occasion I have said nothing un- 
worthy of Daniel Webster." — Daniel 
Webster. 


And what can be finer than this appeal 


to his divinity, Allah, by that medieval Kur- 
dish mystic who prayed only: 


"0 Lord, may the end of my life be the' 


best of it, 


"May my closing acts be my best acts," - 
"And make the best of my days the day.. 


when I shall meet Thee." - Abd al Qadir al 
Jilani (A.D. 1166).

Flight Req uest To Get Hearing 


By The Associated Press 
An application from Pioneer 
Airways, Inc., to serve nine 
Nebraska communities with 
scheduled passenger flights will 
have a full-scale hearing at the 
Public Service Commission. 


Adrian Fiala, a commission at­ 
torney, said the Denver-based 
firm would be initiating the only 
scheduled intrastate small air­ 
craft flight service in Nebraska if 
the application is approved. 
The company would use an 
aircraft capable of carrying a 
pilot, co-pilot and eight 
passengers. Flights would be 
daily, according to a tentative 
schedule filed with the commis­ 
sion. 


Judge Tells 
Packer To 
Rehire Trio 


Omaha (UPI) — A Nebraska 
Labor Relations Board ad­ 
ministrative law judge has 
ordered an Omaha meat packer 
to reinstate three men the judge 
said were fired for the union 
organizational efforts. 
Thomas E. Bracken, in an 
order against Northern States 
Beef Inc., said the three fired 
last year should receive full back 
pay plus 6% interest. 
The fired employes were Mike 
Rogers, Forrest Hasting and Er­ 
vin Haynes. 
The union involved was the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen of North 
American, AFL-CIO. 
The order was based on 
hearings held last December. 
Northern States opened a new 
plant April 15, 1975. Bracken 
said the firm illegally assisted 
dunng opening days in the for­ 
mation of “ Morgan union" in an 
attempt to keep the meat cutter 
union out. 
The law judge said the firm's 
president and general manager, 
Adolph Raska, took an active 
part in pushing the Morgan un­ 
ion by placing notices on bulletin 
boards. The notices said Morgan 
was the union of records for all 
employes. 
“ When Raska put up that 
notice he was flouting the law 
and putting his employes on 
notice of his complete hostility 
toward the Amalgamated un­ 
ion." Bracken said. 
The law judge also said one of 
the department foremen, Jim 
Sherren, was involved in pro- 
Morgan efforts because he told 
employes Raska would close the 
plant if Amalgamated was voted 
m. 


OPPD Ends 
$13 0 Million 
Bond Sale 


Omaha (U PI) - A $130- 
million sale of electric system 
bonds for the Omaha Public 
Power District s Nebraska City 
plant has been completed, 
OPPD officials reported 
Tuesday. 
Richard T. Dugdale, OPPD 
president, said the sale was a 
“very advantageous one” for the 
district. 
“ We had originally intended a 
$100-miliion sale," he said “ But 
because of the timing and condi­ 
tion of the market, we were able 
to increase that to $130 million. ” 
Dugdale also said OPPD 
received a 6.98 interest reate, 
“ which is very attractive and 
certainly indicates the stability 
of our utility.” 
The bond issue was approved 
by the OPPD board at its June 
17 meeting The issue brought 
the district's total bond in­ 
debtedness to $699 million. 
Auother bond issue is planned 
for the first quarter of 1977.

The full-scale hearing is 
scheduled for July 21, with com­ 
missioners indicating they want 
complete information on the 
firm.

The tentative flight schedule 
calls for service to Omaha, Lin­ 
coln, Columbus, Hastings, 
Kearney, McCook, Sidney, 


Alliance and Chadron. 
Commissioners indicated they 
weren’t opposed to the firm’s 
proposal, but wanted to be fully 
informed on the company and its 
operations. 


“ We’re not an adversary in 
this,” said Commissioner James 
Munnelly of Omaha. “ We’re just 
trying to get information.” 
Information Wanted 
The commissioners said they 
want more on the firm’s finances 
than just Pioneer’s own financial 
statement, an analysis of past 
performance and input from the 
cities that would be served. 


Fiala said he would work to 
get that information and set up 


the hearing. He also told com­ 
missioners he has heard from 
aeronautics people that, 
“ Pioneer was, in fact, a 
reputable outfit.” 


Fiala was asked at one point 
Tuesday if the proposed small 
craft passenger service would be 
similar to the service provided 
by Frontier Airlines. 
He said it would serve some of 
the same cities, but he noted the 
larger Frontier firm is trying to 
consolidate service in Nebraska. 


The Pioneer application was 
filed with the commission June 
1. The application also asks for 
authority to haul some freight 
and mail, according to Fiala.

The gallbladder is part of the 


digestive tract. 


Your diet has a good deal to do 


with gallbladder allergies and 
gallstones, according to the 
Nebraska Medical Association. 
Pain in the gallbladder is more 
frequently due to gallstones 
rather than gastrointestinal 
allergy. 


If you have gallstones, your 


physician can give you a list of 
foods suitable for you, after he 
finds out which foods you can 
tolerate. This means your own 
experience enters into the selec- 
tion of foods you can eat. 


There is no general list of food 


applicable to persons with 
gallstone problems. What 
physicians may say generally is 
that you should avoid too many 
fatty foods, especially fried 
foods, as well as too much 
roughage in fruits and 
vegetables. 


If your physician determines 


that your gallbladder must be 
removed you must be exceeding- 
ly careful with your diet. 
Sometimes gallbladder symp- 
toms are simply a digestive up-

could contribute to any of them. 


Sugar is a carbohydrate, a sim- 


ple carbohydrate, which is a 
source of quick energy because it 
is so readily utilized by the 
system. I agree that in some in- 
stances sugar has been unfairly 
maligned. It yields only 16 
calories per teaspoon, but you 
must realize that the sugar bowl 
is not the only source of sugar. A 
bit more than half the protein 
we eat is eventually converted to 
a form of sugar. Fruits and 
vegetables contain from 10 to 
20% sugar as carbohydrates. 
Orange juice is 10% sugar, 


potatoes more. 


The chief problem with sugar 


is when it's overdone. Having a 
sweet tooth gets you in the habit 
of eating candy, cakes with 
frosting, sugar-loaded beverages. 
Tooth decay is only one con- 
sequence of this. Diabetics are 
not allowed sugar, since their 
problem is an already elevated 
blood sugar level. Excess sugar 
intake can be a factor in 
arteriosclerosis. We are learning 
how it raises the level of 
triglycerides in the blood 
stream. 


Apparently your system has 


been able to handle sugar well. 
It's done so for 87 years. Others, 
as I indicated above, aren't so 
lucky. However, I might add that 
if you are a heavy sugar user, 
that could be a factor in your 
present overweight problem.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: dn you

My granddaughter, age 2, has 


this. Her problem begin with 
orange urine and with the whites 
of her eyes colored. This was 
first diagnosed as hepatitis. Her 
blood count was down, but has 


improved with drags (a cor- 
ticosteroid) and Is staying up. 


Will she outgrow this dls- 


ease?-Mrs. C.C.C. 


Hemolytic anemia is excessive 


destruction of red blood cells. 


The average life of a red blood 


cell is about 120 days. Any factor 
altering the quality of these cells 
will cause them to disintegrate 
abnormally. This is hemolysis. 


There are several possible 


causes, the' chief one being an 
hereditary defect in the blood 
system. In adults, the cause may 
be toxic, as from lead, benzene, 
etc. 


Since your granddaughter's 


disorder revealed itself at such 
an early age, the likelihood of its 
being a familial disorder (oc- 
curring in families) is great. This 
could involve an abnormality of 
the hemoglobin, the pigment of 
the cells. Or there-might be an 
enzyme deficiency that is af- 
fecting the stability of the cells. 


A mild jaundice (the urine and 


eye color changes you mention) 
would suggest hepatitis. But 
later studies ruled this out in 
your granddaughter's case. This 
led to the diagnosis of hemolytic 
anemia rather than to the liver 


problem. Nothing unusual there. 


The drug you mention is the 


treatment of choice, at least 
temporarily. 


The prognosis is good, par- 


ticularly with the excellent 
response to the corticosteroid 
therapy. 


Whether she will outgrow this 


depends on too many factors for 
me to comment on at this dis- 
tance.

Another word for it is 


"ischemia," a rather generalized 
diagnosis. The word derives 
from a Greek word meaning to 
suppress. This refers to a 
deficiency of blood because of 
either a constriction of a blood 
vessel or an obstruction. Angina, 
for example — which is a matter 
of a deficiency in blood supply to 
the heart muscle — is one form 
of it. 


Diet may be a factor, as in 


obesity or high cholesterol, but 
there is no specific diet to cover 
the various forms of'this disease.

Nebraska attorney s inv olv ed 
in the Dav id L. Rice case agree 
that Tu esday ’s U.S. Su p reme 
Cou rt decision will limit federal 
cou rt ap p eals and redu ce the 
legal sy stem's backlog of 
ap p eals 
“It'll be an imp ortant case 
na tio na lly ,” 
said 
Mel 
Kammerlohr, an assistant 
Nebraska attorney general. “The 
backlog and terrific increase in 
cou rt cases shou ld now go down 
dramatically ." 


Kammerlohr rep resented the 
state in Rice's ap p eal to the 
Nebraska Su p reme Cou rt, the 
8th U.S. Circu it Cou rt of Ap p eals 
in St. Lou is and the U.S. 
Su p reme Cou rt. 
“This is the final treatment 
that the Rice case can -hav e," 
Kammerlohr said. 
Howev er, a sp okesman for 
The Committee to Free Rice and 
Poindex ter said efforts to find a 
way to free Rice will continu e, 
desp ite the Su p reme Cou rt deci­ 
sion. 
‘Will Pu rsu e It* 
If there is any way at all, said 


Mrs. Anne Else, Omaha, “We 
will p u rsu e it.” 
Dav id L. Herzog, an Omaha at­ 
torney who rep resented Rice 
throu gh the federal ap p eals 
cou rts, said he has hop ed the 
cou rt wou ld realize a criminal 
mu st hav e an op en door to 
federal cou rts if he is conv icted 
by the state cou rts. 
“If there isn't a federal ju dge 
looking ov er a state cou rt ju dge’s 
shou lder,” he said, “The law 
takes a v ery giant step 
backwards." 
Mrs. Else said, “It’s an ab­ 
solu te shame that they ’re cu tting 
down access to the federal 
cou rts when these are federally 
gu aranteed constitu tional 
rights." 
Kammerlohr said the decision 
wou ld be beneficial to law en­ 
forcement officers and p otential 
v ictims of state crimes. “I don’t 
think they ’v e been getting 
enou gh recognition du ring the 
p ast few y ears,” he said. 
Cou ld Get Off 
‘‘A lot of p rofessional 
criminals, ev en thou gh they are 
gu ilty , cou ld get off on a 


technicality ,” he said. The deci­ 
sion shou ld resu lt in “a lot fewer 
cases that we hav e to handle at 
the state lev el and that federal 
cou rts hav e to handle on 
ap p eal," Kammerlohr said. 
Kammerlohr also said the 
decision will help close “a 
div isiv e gap in state and federal 
relations. 
“It has been a big p roblem 
where a single federal ju dge can 
ov erru le sev en to nine state 
ju dges on a case." In the Rice 
case, he said, nine state ju dges 
ru led op p osite to Urbom on the 
issu e of the search warrant's 
v alidity , 
Omaha Police Chief Richard 
Andersen said the decision “say s 
that state su p reme cou rts are 
comp osed of comp etent ju dges 
who are at least as comp etent as 
one ap p ointed ju dge." 
Andersen, who was p olice 
chief at the time of Minard's 
death, said it was an “inv alid" 
p rocedu re to hav e the state 
cou rts clear arrest and warrant 
p rocedu res only to hav e a single 
ju dge of less than Su p reme 
Cou rt statu s ov erru le them.

Associated Press Writer 
Conv icted mu rderer Dav id Rice say s 
a U.S. Su p reme Cou rt decision that 
reinstated his conv iction rep resents a 
continu ing erosion of civ il liberties in 
America, and he say s lie wants to con­ 
tinu e his cou rt fight for freedom. 
Rice was conv icted of first-degree 
mu rder in connection with the 1970 
booby -trap bomb slay ing of Omaha 
Policeman Larry Minard. 
Rice commented Tu esday in an inter- 


v iew at the p enitentiary with the 
Associated Press, 
He talked abou t his case, his state of 
mind, and the legal sy stem. 
Strange Situ ation 
“You know, it’s a real strange 
situ ation becau se on one hand y ou hav e 
the state talking abou t we can’t allow a 
gu ilty p erson to be set free on the basis 
of a technicality .’ Well, the constitu tion 
is no mere technicality ,” Rice said. 
“What this ru ling has done is to con- 
tinu e the diminishing, as we’v e seen 


ov er the last sev eral months, of rights 
that p eop le thou ght they had in this 
cou ntry . 
“It now becomes more and more 
clear that the only rights p oor p eop le 
hav e, y ou know, are their last rites," he 
said. 
Rice said he hop es to make a fu rther 
ap p eal, this time argu ing that the 
p rosecu tion and u nnamed p u blic of­ 
ficials consp ired to obstru ct ju stice in 
order to p u t him in p rison. He said his 
original trial was “a circu s.” 


Money and p u blicity are the key s to 
ju stice, Rice said, adding that the trial 
of black militant Angela Dav is p rov ed 
that legal su ccess may dep end on hav ing 
money and enou gh p u blicity to “p u t the 
sy stem itself on trial.” 


He said his case rep resents" one p ar­ 
ticu lar. situ ation whereby the state ap ­ 
p aratu s was allowed to ju st flau nt the 
law in order to get somebody who was a 
p olitical enemy behind bars and keep 
him there.” 


Co u rt Gives Othe r Rulings 


Washington (AP) — In other action, the 
Su p reme Cou rt: 


— Stru ck down Oklahoma's death p enalty 
law The ru ling follows the cou rt's decision 
last Friday that the death p enalty is a con­ 
stitu tional p u nishment for mu rder bq t may 
not be imp osed generally u nder laws which 
make it mandatory . 


— Ru led that the Border Patrol may stop 
and q u estion motorists — withou t cou rt 
warrants — on p ermanent check p oints on 
major highway s leading from Mex ico. 
— Said p riv ate u tilities are not ex emp t 
from federal antitru st laws merely becau se 


they also are regu lated by state au thorities. 
The decision ov ertu rned lower cou rt ru lings 
that marketing p ractices of the Detroit 
Edison Co were ex emp t from federal an­ 
titru st laws becau se they were regu lated by 
the Michigan Pu blic Serv ice Commission, 
— Ru led that p olice may search the closed 
glov e comp artment of a locked au tomobile 
that has been imp ou nded and is u ndergoing 
a rou tine inv entroy . The ru ling ov ertu rned a 
decision of the Sou th Dakota Su p reme Cou rt. 
— Said federal ju dges may not block u nion 
members from striking in sy mp athy with 
another u nion ev en thou gh their own con­ 
tract p rohibits strikes.

The brief, filed in Lancaster 
Cou nty District Cou rt in connec­ 
tion with a lawsu it the board 
brou ght against the state, cites 
the intent of the state con­ 
stitu tion’s framers and some 
case law. 
The issu e in the lawsu it is 
whether the board or the legis­ 
latu re has the p ower to ov ersee 
the general gov ernment' of the 
u niv ersity , 
“The general gov ernment of 
the Univ ersity of Nebraska shall, 
u nder the direction of the 
legislatu re, be v ested in the 
Board of Regents,” the key con­ 
stitu tional langu age reads 
“It is su ggested ” the brief 
reads, “ the correct inter­ 


p retation of the langu age is that 
the constitu tion directs the 
legislatu re to p rov ide legislation 
which v ests the general gov ern­ 
ment of the u niv ersity with the 
Board of Regents. " 
The brief s nex t-to-last p ara­ 
grap h raises this q u estion: 
Whether the u niv ersity in Ne­ 
braska shou ld follow the p attern 
of Michigan's u niv ersity , “which 
is free from p olitical influ ence,” 
or follow the p attern of the 
Univ ersity of Ohio, “controlled 
by the p oliticians and relativ ely 
u nknown 
Issu es in the lawsu it center on 
whether the u nicameral shou ld 
control u niv ersity -generated 
fu nds, establish u niv ersity p olicy 
throu gh ap p rop riations bills, 
control u niv ersity salaries, and 
whether the state shou ld control 
u niv ersity bu ilding and rep airs. 
Oral argu ments in the case 
will be heard Ju ly 26 by Ju dge 
Samu el Van Pelt.

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Rice Ruling May Limit 
Federal Court Backlog 


Rice Cites Erosion Of Justice, Hopes To Appeal Again 


By United Press International 


Nebraska attorneys involved 


in the David L. Rice case agree 
that Tuesday's U.S. Supreme 
Court decision will limit federal 
court appeals and reduce the 
legal system's backlog of 
appeals. 


"It'll be an important case 


nationally," said Mel 
Kammerlohr, an assistant 
Nebraska attorney general. "The 
backlog and terrific increase in 
court cases should now go down 
dramatically." 


Kammerlohr represented the 


state in Rice's appeal to the 
Nebraska Supreme Court, the 
8th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
m St Louis and the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


"This is the final treatment 


that the Rice case can -have," 
Kammerlohr said. 
. However, a spokesman for 
The Committee to Free Rice and 
Poindexter said efforts to find a 
way to free Rice will continue, 
despite the Supreme Court deci- 
sion. 


'Will Pursue It' 


If there is any way at all, said 


Mrs. Anne Else, Omaha, "We 
will pursue it." 


David L. Herzog, an Omaha at-' 


tomey who represented Rice 
through the federal appeals 
courts, said he has hoped the 
court would realize a criminal 
must have an open door to 
federal courts if he is convicted 
by the state courts. 


"If there isn't a federal judge 


looking over a state court judge's 
shoulder," he said, "The law 
takes a very giant step 
backwards." 


Mrs. Else said, "It's an ab-/ 


solute shame.that they're cutting 
down access to the federal 
courts when these are federally 
guaranteed constitutional 
rights." 


Kammerlohr said the decision 


would be beneficial to law en- 
forcement officers and potential 
victims of state crimes. "I don't 
think they've been getting 
enough recognition during the 
past few years," he said. 


Could Get Off 


"A lot of professional 


criminals, even though they are 
guilty, could ge't off on a 


technicality," he said. The deci- 
sion should result in "a lot fewer 
cases that we have to handle at 
the state level and that federal 
courts have to handle on 
appeal," Kammerlohr said. 


Kammerlohr also said the 


decision will help close "a 
divisive gap in state and federal 
relations. 


"It has been a big problem 


where a single federal judge can 
overrule seven to nine state 
judges on a case." In the Rice 
case, he said, nine state judges 
ruled opposite to Urbom on the 
issue of the search warrant's 
validity. 


Omaha Police Chief Richard 


Andersen said the decision "says 
that state supreme courts are 
composed of competent judges 
who are at least as competent as 
one appointed judge." 


Andersen, who was police 


chief at the time of Minard's 
death, said it was an "invalid" 
procedure to have the, state 
courts clear arrest and warrant 
procedures only to have a single 
judge of less than Supreme 
Court status overrule them. 


Court Gives Other Rulings 


Washington (AP) — In other action, the 


Supreme Court 


— Struck down Oklahoma's death penalty 


law. The ruling follows the court's decision 
last Friday that the death penalty is a con- 
stitutional punishment for murder but may 
not be imposed generally under laws which 
make it mandatory. 


— Ruled that the Border Patrol may stop 


and question motorists — without court 
warrants — on permanent check points on 
major highways leading from Mexico. 


— Said private utilities are not exempt 


from federal antitrust laws merely because 


they also are regulated by state authorities. 
The decision overturned lower court rulings 
that marketing practices of the Detroit 
Edison Co. were exempt from federal an- 
titrust laws because they were regulated by 
the Michigan Public Service Commission. 


— Ruled that police may search the closed 


glove compartment of a locked automobile 
that has been impounded and is undergoing 
a routine inventroy. The ruling overturned a 
decision of the South Dakota Supreme Court. 


— Said federal judges may not block union 


members from staking in sympathy with 
another union even though their own con- 
tract prohibits strikes.

'It 
looks like someone used an im- 
plement to make hugh divots in 
the lawns. There are thousands 
of dollars worth .of windows 
broken here in town," he said. 


The damaged area runs from

or four miles • south of the 
Enders Dam and then east for 
about five mites. 'It js a wide 
area with a huge crop loss," he 
said. 


A State Department of Labor 


survey of combining crew needs 
turned up some startling es- 
timates on hail size. 


"We have reports of baseball 


and kitten-ball sized hail One 
stone weighed 5.5 pounds and 
another measured 11.5 inches 
long," said Don Christensen of 
the labor department 


"We have had cancellations of 


3,100 acres of custom cutting and 


we know there are other wide 
areas of hail damage," he said. 


The daily wheat harvest obser- 


vations Tuesday included: 


Holdrege — Harvest virtually 


complete. Cutting conditions 
have been excellent with yields 
from 30 to 40 bushels and a few 
small fields as high as 50 bushels. 
Moisture averaged 11% with test 
weights 56 to 60 Ibs. Many 
custom cutters are leaving the 
area. Harvesting should be com- 
pleted in two or three days. 


Me Cook —Up to an inch and a 


half of rain with heavy hail fell in 
the area over the weekend. 
Moisture running 15% or higher 
with average test weights over 60 
Ibs. Yields run' from 35 to 45 
bushels an acre with some as 
high as 73 bushels in small plots. 


Lebanon — Received 3/5ths of 


an inch of rain over the 
weekend. Wheat averages 14.2% 
moisture, 61 pound test weight 
with an average of 30 bushels an 
acre. Harvest about 50% com- 
pleted. 


Trenton — Heavy hail east of 


town. One strip of land seven 
miles wide is damaged from 
northeast of Trenton to Atwood,

"The .general govaniueut of 


the University of .Nebraska shall 
under the direction of the 
legislature, be vested in the 
Board of Regents," the key con- 
stitutional language reads. 


"It is suggested," the brief 


reads, "the correct inter- 


pretation of the language is that 
the constitution directs the 
legislature to provide legislation 
which vests the general govern- 
ment of the university with the 
Board of Regents." 


The briefs nexttojast para- 


graph raises this-question: 


Whether the university in Ne- 


braska should follow the pattern 
of Michigan's university, "which 
is free from political influence," 
or follow the pattern of the 
University of Ohio, "controlled 
by the politicians and relatively 
unknown?"

funds, establish uuivaiity policy 
through appropriations bills, 
control nnjveTKty salaries, and 
whether the state should control 
university building and repairs.

Mainland China is not a mem­ 
b er of the Oly mpic family . It has

Ravenna - A cool touch of Wiscon- 


sin dauy county provides a welcome 
sujnmer respite for those traveling to 
orfrom Nebraska's Sand Hills. 
- LeRoy Wadzinski left Junction City, 
Wis., 10 years ago to found the Raven- 
na Cheese Co. when a friend decided 
against the idea because his wife 
balked at a life on the dusty plains. 


'Over a cool piece of cheese, Wad- 
anski or one of the enthusiastic 
members of his staff is happy to tell 
visitors about the plant. 


"About the time I moved out here, 


milkers were converting from farm 
separated to bulk milk operations," he 
sad. "Prior to that they milked the 
cows, separated the cream and 
slummed off the rest to feed the 
fags." 
^Beginning shakily with 10 milk 
suppliers, Wadzinski built a company 
that employs 25 people and processes 


165,000 pounds of milk a day tupplied 
by 237 dairymen. 


Ravenna had a cheese plant until 


the late 1820'$ or early 30's, Wadztnsky 
said, when drought conditions on the 
grass lands caused a population 
decline. Bad roads and poor cooling 
systems made it impractical to ship 
cheese to populated areas. 


Raw milk suppliers farm in a 75- 


mile radius around Ravenna, and 
Wadzinski recently has had to range as 
far as the Kansas-Nebraska border to 
keep the milk supply flowing to his 
plant. 


"There is less milking going on in 


the area than when I started, but the 
remaining ones are going bigger and 
upgrading their operations," he said. 


Milk processing plants in Aurora, 


Pullerton and Loup City have gone out 
fo business as farmers abandon the 
daily rigors of milking for irrigation 
fanning, Wadzinski said. 


"I took a trip yesterday and more 


and more of those circle sprinklers are 


going in on what has been grazing 
land," he said. 


It takes 10 pounds of milk to make 


one pound of cheese, Wadzinski said, 
and until recently much of the whey, 
which is a by-product, went to "smelly 
waste" in land fills. 


"But about two years ago we in- 


stalled an ultra filtration system that 
separates protein from sugar in the 
whey," he said 


Claiming milk protein has nearly 


twice the nutritional value of soybean 
protein, Wadzinski said milk protein is 
finding increasing use as human food 
supplement. 


Most of the basic cheese produced 


at the plant is shipped by truck to Clin- 
ton, Mo., Wadzinski said, for further 
processing and distribution. 


Although cheese continues to gain in 


popularity nationally, Wadzinski is 
confident milk supplies will be suf- 
ficient to meet demand, although 
cheese prices will probably nse.

Ashe, 33 years old on Saturday, was holding 
court before the draw for the new $150,000 Pepsi 
Grand Slam of Tennis tournament starting Friday 
at Myrtle Beach, S.C. The concept of the Grand 
Slam is to match winners of the major men’s in­ 
ternational tournaments: W im b le d o n , U.S. 
Open, French Open and Australian Open. 
However, Bjorn Borg, Wimbledon champion, 
had to bow out with stomach muscle injuries and 
was replaced 
by 
Jimmy 
Connors. Manuel 
Orantes, last year’s U.S. Open champion, will also 
compete in the four-man event and Hie Nastase 
was chosen to fill the fourth spot this year. In the 
future the event will be switched to January to 


avoid close conflict to the major tourneys. 


Connors will meet Nastase in the opening 
round with Ashe taking on Orantes. The finals 
will be held Sunday and televised live at 3:30 
p.m. EDT on CBS-TV. 


It may be surprising to some to hear that Ashe, 
who once criticized Connors’ much-ballyhooed 
television challenge matches, is now involved in 
one himself, 
albeit 
a 
four-way challenge 
match. But Ashe doesn’t see any inconsistency 
in his views. 
“ I had no complaints about the challenge 
matches as long as they were organized and fair 
and meaningful," Ashe said. “I think this (the 
Grand Slam) is in the right step." 
And on his alleged continuing feud with Con­ 
nors, Ashe said that was all over now. 
“ We have a raincheck on a golf date," Ashe 
said. “Jimmy and I will probably tee off this 
weekend." 
Ashe turned very serious when asked about 
the recent U.S. withdrawal from Davis Cup com­ 
petition. 
“ Davis Cup doesn’t belong to the USTA, the 
Davis Cup sort of belongs to the country,” Ashe 


said. “ Malless (USTA President Stan Malless) 
is taking it away from 250 million people. 
“Then again,” he said, after a pause, “maybe it 
does belong to the USTA.” 
Ashe is still upset with Malless and the 
USTA for dumping Bill Talbert as director of the 
U.S. Open at Forest Hills. 
“ I had dinner with Billy the other night and he 
still can’t understand why he’s out," Ashe said. 
“It comes down to this: the USTA owns the U.S. 
Open and they do what they want.” 
Ashe, who wilted in the sun while losing to 
Vitas Gerulaitis at Wimbledon, doesn’t rate 
himself a favorite either for the Grand Slam or 
for Forest Hills this year, but he feels, if luck goes 
his way, he’s got a shot at both. 


“I was talking with a few of the other older 
players at Wimbledon," Ashe said, “guys like 
(John) Newcombe, (Tony) Roche, (Stan) Smith 
and Nastase. We have to start a new category . 30 
and over. I figure I can play competitively for 
another five years, but I’ll have to start picking 
and choosing my events very carefully I can’t go 
on playing one tournament after another or I’ll 
just burn myself out.”

That is the name under which 


the Olympic Committee of Tai- 
wan is recognized by the IOC. 
Mainland China is not a mem- 
ber of the Olympic family. It has 
applied to the IOC for ad- 
mission but has stipulated it will 
never send its athletes to com- 
pete in the Olympics while 
,Taiwan is separately represent- 
ed.

Deaths resulted from an accidental shooting on 


a nfie range heart attacks and kidney failure, the 
premature explosion of a hand grenade, suffoca­ 
tion in a collapsed foxhole and in the case of Pvt 
Lynn McClure, from head injuries sustained 
during a pugii stick drill, Aspin said 


Aspin contrasted the Manne record of deaths to 


that of the Army for the same period, saying the 
Army recorded 14 recruit fatalities But he said 
the Army trams about 240.000 men a year com­ 
pared to the Marines 60,000 recruits 


The Manne Corps confirmed the figure of 13 


deaths but disputed Aspm s contention that they 
were directly related to recruit training activities 


A corps spokesman said only four of the deaths 
were directly related to training, while the other 
ru ne were "physiological deaths indirectly at­ 
tributable to training by reason of the activity in 
which involved ” 
He said two kidney failures ami seven heart at­ 
tacks would fall in the latter category Examples 
of directly related training deaths were the ac­ 
cidental shooting on a nfle range and the hand 
grenade explosion 


McClure s death m December during the mock 


bayonet training exercise has touched off a con­ 
gressional investigation of Marine Corps training 
and procedures used to enlist its recruits 


Aspin also said that since 1973 another 249 


Marine recruits have been injured and 
hospitalized for an average of more than three 
weeks because of recruit training incidents 


Among these cases, be said, was a brain 


hemorrhage suffered by Pvt M J Holcroft at the 
San Diego recruit camp Oct. 16. 1975, during a 
pugil stick exercise. McClure sustained his fatal 
injuries at the same base less than two months 
later 
The Manne Corps could not immediately con­ 
firm the 249 injuries but a spokesman did con­ 
firm the Holcroft incident.

Co and other licensed 
p awnbrokers in Omaha had filed 
a ciass-action 
lawsuit against 
the state The suit contends the 
new law is unconstitutional and 
would cause substantial damage 
to pawnbrokers 
The law would require pawn­ 
brokers to lake several actions to 
insu re that when stolen prop­ 
erty is discovered on 
their 
p remises it be returned without 
cost to the owner 


At present, when police lo­ 
cate stolen property in pawn­ 
shop s and used goods stores, 
ownership of the property is con­ 
sidered to be in dispute 
Usu ally , the original owner 
mu st p ay the pawnbroker to re­ 
cover the stolen property, 
Police said some pawn­ 
brokers purchase property 


without obtaining accurate bio­ 
graphical information about the 
seller Sgt Robert Caruso head 
of the pawnshop detail, said po­ 
lice often find stolen property in 
such stores 


The new law would require 


pawnbrokers to photograph per­ 
sons from whom they purchase 
property 


The suit claims the new law 


would permit "a confiscation, a 
taking and a forfeiture of prop­ 
erty without due process of 
law " 
The suit contends the photo­ 
graphing requirement is an un 
reasonable and illegal invasion 
of privacy which places an un­ 
fair cost on pawnbrokers, 
It asks that the law be de­ 
clared null and void and that the 
state be permanently enjoined 
from enforcing it.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Arthur Ashe put his 


racquet aside Tuesday and then fired a few shots 
at the women's movement for equal pay at 
Wimbledon, the two major problems facing 
professional tennis today-scheduling and televi- 
sion, and the end of U.S. participation in Davis 
Cup play. * 


"The women are content to let the men set the 


standards and then piggy-back on our efforts," 
Ashe said. "I think the men are worth more. I 
don't think that's chauvinistic, it's Just honest. 
The men should negotiate separately and the 
women should n e g o t i a t e separately." 


Ashe, outgoing president of the Association of 


Tennis Professionals and a leader in the boycott 
that kept most of the men away from Wimbledon 
three years ago, labeled the call for a 'girlcott' of 
Wimbledon next year "unreasonable." 


"Ultimately, the women are forcing us to hold 


our own Open," Ashe said. "I believe in the 
market place. If Muhammad All were to fight 
Jerry Quarry, should they both get the same 
amount? All is the attraction and he must get 
more." 


• Ashe called confusing scheduling of tennis tour- 
naments the "biggest problem we have" and the 


overkill of tennis on television "the second 
biggest problem." 


"I think it's possible that because of all the big 


money tournaments around and the confusion of 
the tennis schedules, that the enthusiasm of the 
players and the public could be dulled," Ashe 
said. "We can't afford to let that happen. 


"People watch television and see us playing in 


Europe one day and Hawaii the next, 
sometimes against the same people. There's no 
sense of perspective. We have to create some 
order in the game." 


Ashe, 33 years old on Saturday, was holding 


court before the draw for the new $150,000 Pepsi 
• Grand Slam of Tennis tournament starting Friday 
at Myrtle Beach, S.C. The concept of the Grand 
Slam is to match winners of the major men's in- 
ternational tournaments: Wimbledon, U.S. 
Open, French Open and Australian Open. 
However, Bjorn Borg, Wimbledon champion, 
had to bow out with stomach muscle injuries and 
was replaced by Jimmy Connors. Manuel 
Orantes, last year's U.S. Open champion, will also 
compete in the four-man event and Hie Nastase 
was chosen to fill the fourth spot this year. In the 
future the event will be switched to January to 


avoid close conflict to the major tourneys. 


Connors will meet Nastase in the opening 


round with Ashe taking on Orantes. The finals 
will be held Sunday and televised live at 3:30 
p.m. EDT on CBS-TV. 


It may be surprising to some to hear that Ashe, 


who once criticized Connors' much-ballyhooed 
television challenge matches, is now involved in 
one himself, albeit a four-way 'challenge 
match. But Ashe doesn't see any inconsistency 
in his views. 


"I had no complaints about the challenge 


matches as long as they were organized and fair 
and meaningful," Ashe said. "I think this (the 
Grand Slam) is in the right step." 


And on his alleged continuing feud with Con- 


nors, Ashe said that was all over now. 


"We have a raincheck on a golf date," Ashe 


said. "Jimmy and I will probably tee off this 
weekend." 


Asbe turried very serious when asked about 


the recent U.S. withdrawal from Davis Cup com- 
petition. 


"Davis Cup doesn't belong to the USTA, the 


Davis Cup sort of belongs to the country," Ashe 


said. "Malless (USTA President Stan Malless) 
is taking it away from 250 million people. 
"Then again," he said, after a pause, "maybe it 


does belong to the USTA." 


Ashe is still upset with Malless and the 


USTA for dumping Bill Talbert as director of the 
U.S. Open at Forest Hills. 
• ' ; 


"I had dinner with Billy the other night and he, • 


still can't understand why he's out," Ashe said. 
"It comes down to this: the USTA owns the U.S. : 
Open and they do what they want." 
- 


Ashe, who wilted in the sun while losing to 


Vitas Gerulaitis at Wimbledon, doesn't rate ; 
himself a favorite either for the Grand Slam'or 
for Forest Hills this year, but he feels, if luck goes 
his way, he's got a shot at both. 


"I was talking with a few of the other older 
players at Wimbledon," Ashe said, "guys like 
(John) Newcombe, (Tony) Roche, (Stan) Smith.. 
and Nastase. We have to start a new category: 30 
and over. I figure I can play competitively for 
another five years, but I'll have to start picking 
and choosing my events very carefully. I can't go 
on playing one tournament after another or I'll 
just bum myself out."

Of 13 Recruits' Deaths 


WASHINGTON CAP) - Marine Corps records 


show that 13 recruits have died from injuries or 
bodily failure during recruit training since 1072, 
Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis., said Tuesday. 


Deaths resulted from an accidental shooting on 


a rifle range, heart attacks and kidney failure, the 
premature explosion of a hand grenade, suffoca- 
tion in a collapsed foxhole and, in the case of Pvt 
Lynn McClure, from head injuries sustained 
during a pugil stick drifl, Aspin said. 


Aspin contrasted the Marine record of deathi to 


that of the Army for the same period, saying the 
Army recorded 14 recruit fatalities. But he said 
the Army trams about 240,000 men a year com- 
pared to the Marines 60,000 recruits. 


The Marine Corps confirmed the figure of 13 


'deaths but disputed Aspin's contention that they 
were directly related to recruit training activities. 


A corps spokesman said only four of the deaths 


were directly related to training, white the other 
nine were "physiological deaths indirectly at- 
tributable to training by reason of the activity in 
which involved." 


He said two kidney failures and seven heart at- 


tacks would fall in the latter category. Examples 
of directly related training deaths were the ac- 
cidental shooting on a rifle range and the hand 
grenade explosion. 


McClure's death in December during the mock 


bayonet training exercise has touched off a con- 
gressional investigation of Marine Corps training 
and procedures used to enlist its recruits. 


Aspin also said that since 1973 another 246 


Marine recruits have been injured and 
hospitalized for an average of more than three 
weeks because of recruit training incidents. 


Among these cases, be said, was a brain 


hemorrhage suffered by Pvt M. J. Holcroft at the 
San Diego recruit camp Oct 16,1975, during a 
pugil stick exercise McClure sustained his fatal 
injuries at the same base less than two months 
later. 


The Marine Corps could Dot immediately con- 


firm the 249 injuries, but a spokesman did con- 
firm the Holcroft incident 


Aspin said that "many of the accidents occur 


while the recruits are running in formation or 
trying to get out of the barracks. 


"Apparently drill instructors make a habit out 


of harassing the last man out of the barracks. 
When word goes out to leave, those men really 
scramble and they often get hurt," he said. 


The 249 accidents, Aspin said, included 20 back 


injuries, 25 ankle and knee strains, IS concussions 
and serious head injuries, 22 serious cuts, 
lacerations and abrasions, and 13 cases of burns. 


He said 23 of the injuries also occurred during 


pugil training such as Holcroft and McClure were 
involved in when they were hurt.

spoke at an organizational 
meeting of the Greater Eastside 
Citizen's Association. 
; Jeambey toldlhe 50 to 60 area 
residents attending the meeting 
that if they want to get trucks off 
-84th St., they should quit talking 
.about a bypass to the east, 
because "that brings up the 
'whole Stevens Creek issue." 


The city's proposed land-use 


plan, as well as the Goals and 
Policy Committee's ongoing 
report, call for no development 
in the watershed, to the east of 
"84th St., -until Lincoln has 
.expanded to the north, west acd 
south. 


Jeambey said the residents 


would defeat themselves by 
making their issue too broad. 


An alternative truck route 


could be created without 
building a new road to the east 
of 84th St., Jeambey said.

Another suggested a city or- 


dinance be enacted immediately 
to limit trucks on 84th St to 10 
tons and limit speeds to 35 miles 
per hour. 


Jeambey reminded the 


audience that the city can only 
.make ordinances for the portion 
of 84th St. which is in the city 
limits (from Vine to South St.). 


He noted that those who op- 


pose street widenings are saying, 
in effect, "We're prepared to 
suffer" when streets become 
overcrowded. • 


'Most Stupid Thing' 


Nuemberger told the group 


that making 84th St a truck 
route was "the most stupid thing 
I'd ever heard of." 


"84th St. has had its day," he 


said. 'It wasn't built to be used 
as it is." 


It is too residential and too hil- 


ly to be used as a highway 
bypass, he said. "Trucks should 
be on a controlled access road," 
he added. 


Nuernberger said that every 


other city Lincoln's size has a 
freeway going around it as part 
of the Interstate highway 
system. 


He urged the residents of 84th 


St. to push for a bypass to the 
east 


"I'm going to push for 84th St. 


to become a state highway, he 
said.

Stolen Goods Low Stayed 
By Pawnbrokers' Lawsuit 


- Omaha (AP) — Douglas Coun- 
ty District Court Judge John

giving pawnbrokers a reprieve 
from a new law requiring them 
to return stolen property to its 
rightful owners without charge 


The judge stayed the effect of 


LB 431, which would have be- 
come state law Wednesday. 


The Mid-City Jewelry and 


Loan Co. and other licensed 
pawnbrokers in Omaha had filed 
a class-action lawsuit against 
the state. The suit contends the 
new law is uncoMtitetioMl and 
would cauw substantial damage 
to pawnbrokers. 
• The law would require pawn- 
brokers to take several actions to 
insure that when stolen prop- 
erty is discovered on their 
premises it be returned without 
cost to the owner. 


At, present, when police lo- 


cate stolen pivpaly in pawn- 
shops and used goods stores, 
ownership of the pit/paly ii con- 
sidered to be is dispute 


Usually, the original owner 


roast pay the pawnbroker to re- 
cover the stolen property. 


Police said some pawn- 


broken purchase property 


without obtaining accurate bio- 
graphical information about the 
seller. Sgt Robert Caruso, head 
of the pawnshop detail, said po- 
lice often find stolen property in 
such stores. 


The new law would require 


pawnbrokers to photograph per- 
sons from whom they purchase 
property. 


The suit claims the new law 


would permit "a confiscation, a 
taking and a forfeiture of prop- 
erty without due process of 
law." 


The suit contends the photo- 


graphing requirement is an un- 
reasonable and illegal invasion 
of privacy which places an un- 
fur cost on jMwiibrwvts. 


It asks that the law be de- 


dared null and void and mat the 
state be permanently enjoined 
from enforcing it

Good Idea Number Three: 


You can trust the artisans on 
matters of construction detail 
and the architect on matters of 
design.

A proposed Lincoln campus at 
84th and 0 Sts. for the Southeast 
Nebraska Technical Community 
College (SeTech) will not violate 
city zoning and growth objec­ 
tives, according to a report to 
Mayor Helen Boosalis. 
The report, prepared by the 
SeTech staff, outlines the 
rationale behind the site selec­ 
tion and the development plans 
of the college on the 115-acre 
tract. 
Part of the land the college 
hopes to use lies within the 
Steven’s Creek Watershed, an 
area where city planners are dis­ 
couraging growth. 
SeTech officials hope to get 
around that objection by placing 
the classroom building on the 
western edge of the site, an area 
not within the watershed. 
Some watershed areas will be 
used for programs including hor­ 
ticulture and for recreational 
purposes, according to the 
report, which also went to city 
department heads and City 
Council. 
Although no zoning changes 
are needed to develop the cam­ 
pus, the college is requesting 


some specific action from the ci­ 
ty, including annexation of the 
building site for sewer and water 
hook-up purposes and approval 
of a traffic access onto 84th St. 
A request for access to 0 St. 
has already gone to the State 
Roads Department. 
Without annexation and access 
routes the SeTech Board has 
said it will not purchase the 
land. 
The college campus, one of 
three in the SeTech 15-county 
area, will have 2,000 students by 
1982, according to projections. 
And almost 50% of the students 
at that time will come from out­ 
side the Lincoln city area. 
The 84th and 0 site was 
selected because of the land 
costs, availability of good access 
routes and public transportation, 
the report said. 
Currently, the Lincoln campus 
is housed in six separate 
buildings at a $260,000 annual 
rental cost. 
The college is hoping to move 
into the new building by the fall 
of 1978, according to the report 
A meeting with City Council 
members, city departments and 
SeTech officials will be set up in 
several weeks

It looks like 65-year-old Rowena

after all 


Last May, running as a delegate can- 


didate pledged to support Sen. Frank 
Church, Ms. Moore barely failed to win 
a seat in the Nebraska delegation. 


Second District Democrats elected 


eight delegates; Ms. Moore finished 
ninth. 


But one of the elected Church 


delegates, Robert Brennan of Omaha, 
said Tuesday he will not be going to the 
convention and he wants Ms. Moore to 
sit in his place. 


As the first name on the list of 


proposed Church alternate delegates 
and the only candidate on the Church 
slate who failed to win election in the 
2nd District last May, she is perfectly 
positioned to take Brennan's seat. 


"Fine. That's just fine with us," 


Church state coordinator Don Gels of 
Lincoln said Tuesday. 


"I plan to go;" Ms. Moore said. "I 


don't know about the cost, but I'll go." 


Brennan cited expenses as one of the 


reasons he will not make the journey to 
New York City next week. In addition 
to transportation costs, delegates will 
spend at least five days in the city. 


Besides, 
Brennan 
noted, 


"everything's decided" in terms of the 
presidential nominee and the platform. 


Jimmy Carter's victory will be for- 


malized one week from Wednesday, and 
the platform committee has already 
drafted a middle-of-the-road document 
apparently acceptable to all major 
elements of the party. 


The Moore-for-Brennan substitution 


will comply with party rules as long as, 
Brennan formally resigns as a delegate, 
according to Democratic state party 
headquarters. 


So Rowena Moore, a dynamo in her 


Omaha community and a Democratic 
worker for decades, is New York- 
bound. 


Church is her vice presidential 


preference, she said. 


And her platform concerns range 


from economic conditions to school 
desegregation. 


"But I know that has all been hassled 


out before it reaches the floor," the 
noted. 


Still, she said, the parry must be 


aware of people's needs. 


As administrator of a day care center, 


she said, she knows that such facilities 
are "really suffering from lack of funds. 


"I know young parents who want to 


work or go to school who can't afford 
babysitters," she said. 


Ms. Moore is also concerned, about 


the need for "nutritional programs for 
children." 


Her civil activities are endless. She is 


president of the Kellom Community 
Council and an active board member or 
worker in a dozen other organizations.

Disappointed Ford Signs Food Stamp Bill

A proposed Lincoln campus at 


84th and 0 Sts. for the Southeast 
Nebraska Technical Community 
College (SeTech) will not violate 
city zoning and growth objec- 
tives, according to a report to 
Mayor Helen Boosalis. 


The report, prepared by the 


SeTech staff, outlines the 
rationale behind the site selec- 
tion and the development plans 
of the college on the ll£acre 
tract. 


Part of the land the college 


hopes to use lies within the 
Steven's Creek Watershed, an 
area where city planners are dis- 
couraging growth. 


SeTech officials hope to get 


aroiind that objection by placing 
the classroom building on the 
western edge of the site, an area 
not within the watershed. 


Some watershed areas will be 


used for programs including hor- 
ticulture and for. recreational 
purposes, according 'to the 
report, which also went to city 
department heads and City 
Council 


Although no zoning changes 


are needed to develop the cam- 
pus, the college is requesting 


some specific action from the ci- 
ty, including annexation of the 
building site for sewer and water 
hook-up purposes and approval 
of a traffic access onto 84th St. 


A request for access to 0 St. 


has already gone to the State 
Roads Department 


Without annexation and access 


routes the SeTech Board has 
said it will not purchase the 
land. 


The college campus, one of 


three in the SeTech Ifcounty 
area, will have 2,000 students by 
1982, according to projections. 
And almost 50% of the students 
at that time will come from out- 
side the Lincoln city area. 


The 84th and 0 site was 


selected because of the land 
costs, availability of good access 
routes and public transportation, 
the report said. 


Currently, the Lincoln campus 


is housed in six separate 
buildings at a $260,000 annual 
rental cost 


The college is hoping to move 


into the new building by the fall 
of 1978, according to the report. 


A meeting with City Council 


members, city departments and 
SeTech officials will be set up in 
several weeks.
